MY GROUP OF FRIENDS GROWING UP WERE NOT EXACTLY 
CLEAN-CUT AMERICAN KIDS. WE WERE LOSERS... 


As mentioned in previous columns, my group 
of friends growing up were not exactly clean- 
cut American kids. We were losers, waste 
cases, drug abusers, dropouts, punk rockers, 
and alcoholics... all before reaching age 18. 

Not one of us had a traditional family. All of 
our parents were divorced and only one of us 
had a step-father, who happened to be a cop. 

In Reagan-era America at the time, this was 
not welcomed in the suburban community we 
grew up in. Neighborhood kids were forbidden 
to be around with me, for fear of catching 
some "anti-family values” virus I suppose. With 
no families, all we had were each other. We 
roamed in packs, riding skateboards and BMX 
bikes on our daily pilgrimage to the liquor 
store to find a buyer or to the druggie houses 
we frequented. We were brothers, and like 
many siblings, we couldn't stand each other 
but we couldn't live without each other either. 
We drank and drugged in creeks, construction 
sights, anywhere to avoid parents and cops. 

OUR FAVORITE HANGOUT 

was at the house of disgusting, nasty junkie 
named Manuel. He lived in a shit-hole 
apartment behind the liquor store we would 
camp out in front of...asking any comers to 
buy us a case of Schaeffer beer ($7.29 a case). 
We met him through his roommate, a 
spokesman for racist white trash everywhere, 
after we accosted him in front of said liquor 
store to score for us. He invited us over, 
thinking he would drink our beer and send us 
on our way, never having to deal with us again. 
That's not how we worked. In the following 4 
months we showed up at their apartment 
everyday, forcing them to buy us beer and 
staying there until the late hours. They would 
get sick of us and tell us to leave. We'd tell 
them to shut up. Eventually they soon realized 
they were stuck with us... fucked up teen¬ 
agers had taken over their home. We'd sit in 
the living room blaring Subhumans and Raw 
Power tapes while they snuck into their filthy 
rooms to shoot junk. Manuel would lie on the 
couch, croaking inaudible demands at us and 
we would throw beer cans at him and call him 
a dumbshit. As you might expect,girls wanted 
nothing to do with us but sometimes they 
would follow us over to Manuel's to drink our 
booze. One of these girls was named 
Elizabeth. We met her at the liquor store and 
invited her along. She had just moved from 
Texas. The next day she had her hair spiked 
and dyed black. Once she joined the crew, 
Manuel lightened up a bit....shit, this fat-ass 
junkie couldn't resist young girls and we knew 
it. From then on whenever we needed his 


"assistance" to get dope or beer, she was the 
one to ask him. That lasted all of two months 
after Elizabeth got busted shooting junk by her 
parents and they shipped her ass back to 
Texas. A month after that, a pack of us headed 
over to Manuel's for our daily self-abuse. There 
was a foul, rancid odor coming from the door. 
We banged on the door. No reply. Trying to look 
through the window we saw that the pane of 
glass was black, covered with flies. Manuel had 
OD'd the 3 days before. His junkie scum friends 
packed up their shit and left him dead on his 
beloved couch. Stupid fucking junkies... now 
we needed somewhere else to get wasted. 

WITH NOWHERE ELSE TO GO... 

we decided to just hang out in front of my 
house. My mom was at work all day so we had 
free reign until 5 pm. The local skaters at 
nearby Rancho Cotati High School were 
already using my house as stoner central 
during the lunch break. We would head out 
after 5 to find the buyer or out-right steal 
alcohol from stores (a favorite past time of the 
skaters) and make our way back to my place if 
mom was out. I lived in a court that was 
always a place for the neighborhood kids to 
hang out and play games, off the street, away 
from traffic. Most of the neighbors hated our 
guts, but many of the long-time neighbors 
knew this was where the kids gathered since 
we were 7 years old and left us alone. They 
didn't even complain about the god-awful 
thrash coming from the garage. That is until 

3 NEW NEIGHBORS MOVED IN 

to our hood. One of these neighbors we called 
"Chuck". His name wasn't really Chuck, he just 
looked like Chuck Norris, with his bushy 
moustache, sandy hair and arrogant attitude, 
so we obnoxiously called him Chuck behind 
his back. Even my mom called him Chuck. His 
family lived next door to me. They had a newly 
born child. This was going to be trouble 
eventually but we didn't give a shit. We played, 
drank and fucked shit up all day. One day an 
outraged Chuck storms over to my front porch 
where we were all hanging out after practice, 
getting drunk and high. He tells me next time 
we play that goddamn music he's going to 
have us arrested. I say, "Fuck you, Chuck," and 
get ready to fight. He looks confused, probably 
wondering who "Chuck" is. I'm seventeen and 
a thirty five year old man is in my face. I tell 
him I'll beat his ass. Chuck backs down and 
starts to whine like a little boy. Apparently his 
wife sent him over because their baby can't 
take its nap because we practice in the 
afternoon. He fumbles around awkwardly, 
knowing any move to violence will get his ass 
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kicked by a bunch of teen-agers. He mumbles something that makes 
his wife out to be the "bad cop". We feel sorry for his pathetic ass and 
want to stomp his face in but I have to live next to this jerk so I offer 
a compromise. I tell him we're flexible, we can practice around 
baby's nap time, just tell us when we can fit in an hour of playing and 
we will oblige. He calms down and thanks us, all buddy-buddy now. 
Two days later one of my long-time neighbors' daughter, Colleen 
O'Halloran, comes running over to us from across the street with a 
gleam in her eye. This is a bad sign. Colleen is one of those people 
who gets so excited at being the bearer of bad news she can hardly 
contain the joy it gives her to stick the knife in your back, while all the 
time pretending to be on your side. "Chuck and Dick had a 
Neighborhood Watch meeting last night with police.. .they had photos 
of you guys drinking and skateboarding!!!" Motherfucker. Dick's real 
name was Mr. Johnston but we called him Dick for all the right 
reasons. He had hassled us a many times for blaring Crass and skating 
in the court until two in the morning. One of the world's biggest ass- 
wipes. Also involved in this meeting was Mr. Gallegos, a family man 
across the street from the court who never said a word to us but 
cringed when his daughter would hang out with us. He knew we were 
trouble. The meeting was held at his house. He was also the one taking 
pictures of our activities. 

IN THE 12 YEARS I LIVED IN THE COURT... 

not once was there a Neighborhood Watch contingent until now. We 
decided to keep a low profile for a few days and disappeared back 
into the fields and creeks. When I returned home two days later 
there was a huge Neighborhood Watch sign, right on the light pole 
in front of my house!! We were under siege. Being punks we 
couldn't control our bad attitude and would sometimes sit directly 
in front of Dick's house, chastising him with our mere presence. 
He'd call us "scumbags" and threaten to call the cops. We'd call him 
"Dick" and laugh. We'd have the neighborhood kids "door bell 
ditch" Chuck's house and we'd sit right on his corner, making sure 
he saw us when he opened the door. Needless to say, all empty beer 
cans were thrown in his backyard. The cops would show up and 
we'd play dumb and they would threaten us with Juvenile Hall and 
leave. It was like a daily idiotic game. Chuck and Dick were getting 
frustrated. Things were reaching the boiling point, and sooner than 
we could predict. Late one night we were drinking in the creek 
behind my house and cop cars start racing down the walking path. 
Most of us, still barely sober enough, but some of us on LSD, fled 
like scared cats. Jumping on our skates we out ran the cops, 
leaping over neighbors fences that bordered the creek, and back to 
the court. My buddy Bowen wasn't so lucky. Being drunk, his 
reactions were not quite as swift and he ended up face down in a 
bush, holding his breath as the cops slowly searched the area with 
flood lights. The cops aimed their lights directly on the bush where 
he was hiding, yelling things like "We know you're in there, please 
exit with your hands up". Fucking suburban cops. Bowen, like any 
real punker, refused to "exit", he stayed motionless in the bush. "We 
know you're in there, we have your skateboard". He probably 
wanted to scream at this last order, no respecting punk can stand 
idly by while a cop takes his skateboard. But he held strong and 
finally the cops either gave up or figured they were wrong, that no 
one was in the damn bush. 

MEANWHILE... 

the rest of us were wondering if Bowen got arrested. We all knew 
things were going from bad to worse for our crew. It was in our best 
interest to call it a night. It was going to be hard avoiding the cops 
the rest of the night. As the rest of the crew rode off into the night I 
headed up the porch stairs when I heard the sound of running feet 
coming from behind. Bowen was in full sprint and headed towards 
my house. He had escaped his bush, climbed some fences and made 
his get-a-way. At the same time our two-faced pal Colleen had 
arrived home. She called us over and gave us some beers she had in 
exchange for our harrowing story. In the re-telling of the "great 
escape", Bowen started getting really aggravated and down right 
pissed off. It had just dawned on him that the cops had his 
skateboard. This kid could lose his temper in a milli-second and 


was soon cursing and screaming at the top of his lungs. I tried to get him 
to calm down, this outburst was sure to get Chuck and Dick's attention. I 
had enough close calls with the pigs for one night. We killed the beers 
and start walking across the street to my house to get more baked. I turn 
around to say goodnight to Colleen but she starts yelling, "Run you guys!!!" I turn just 
in time to see Dick running at full speed right towards us. The look on his face mixed 
with anger and revenge. 

"I'm gonna rip that hair out of your fucking heads". He's screaming at us, maniacally. 
We take off for my house, only a short 25 yards away, but still so far!! The garage door 
is opened, but only a few feet. Bowen and I dive headfirst under the door. I have just 
enough time to close it and lock it before Dick runs into the door head-on. He starts 
kicking the door, denting the crap out it, screaming how he's going to murder us. 
Needless to say we were a bit shaken but are soon laughing at the crazed Dick, finally 
pushed over the edge by the neighborhood punks. After a minute or two we notice the 
screaming has stopped and we hear nothing but the silent suburban night outside. We 
went into the house and smoked more dope to calm down. My mom thankfully was out 
with friends so the house was empty. We finally got up the nerve to look outside. 

Empty. We decide to sit out on the porch. Bad move. Right then a cop car comes 
speeding into the court, lights ablaze. They dash out of the car, guns drawn, using 
their car doors as shields. 

"Put your hands in the air and walk backwards towards us." Fucking suburban cops. 
Dick and Chuck had called the cops. They are now standing two feet away, lying to the 
pigs. They look drunk, like they've been laying in wait, planning this night for months. 
They told the cops we were vandalizing their homes. Dick claimed we were kicking in 
his garage door. Our explanation that Dick was kicking in MY garage door and 
threatening us with violence fell on deaf ears. The cops had been called out here too 
many times to believe a bunch of punks. 

"Are one of you the owner of this?" The cops show us Bowen's skateboard, Dead 
Kennedys and Capitalist Casualties inked in Marks-a-lot on the deck. 

Fuck. We deny it. "Never saw it before". They knew we were full of shit, but also 
knew they couldn't break our defiance. They took us in for booking. I've only been 
held by the cops three times and I was on LSD each time. These cops were really 
stupid. They tried to guess what drugs I was on, failing every time. 

"Meth?" 

"No." 

"Coke?" 

"No." 

"Huffing paint?" 

"No, I quit that in seventh grade." The cops didn't like my humor even though the 
statement was the truth. 

"Magic Mushrooms?" I almost couldn't control laughing at that point. 

"I don't do drugs, sir." 

Our hometown is renowned for idiot cops, mainly because it's a training ground for 
rookies before being sent off to work jobs in bigger cities. These guys were full of 
strong talk and not much else. Somehow we eked out a small amount of sympathy 
from these pigs. My story of us getting chased home by these rednecks must have 
worked because they decided to let us go rather than bring in Dick and Chuck for 
questioning. They were sure to let us know that "if ANYTHING further went down 
tonight", or any other time, be it vandalism or threats to the "fine people in your 
neighborhood", our asses would be hauled off to jail. 

THEN THEY LET US WALK HOME. 

The walk was quiet. The streets, as in most suburban towns at midnight, were dead. 
The air was damp with December air and you could smell wood burning in fireplaces. 
The only car on the road was one police vehicle, eerily following us, making sure we 
headed for home. As we turned onto our street the cops left us alone and we finally 
felt comfortable, laughing at the crazy months that preceded this night. It was fun 
defying the adults and making the cops do cartwheels to stop our drug/alcohol binges 
in the unincorporated, lost areas of the suburbs. But it was time for us to stop, the 
band was finally getting somewhat good. Only bad things could come from staying in 
this shitty town. We had to leave. 

Bowen's house was a block before mine so I was left walking alone. I was feeling a bit 
nervous. Only one block to go so I started to run. As I entered the court I hear my name 
being called from down the street. It's Matt and Cowballs, two of the crew... and they 
are crouching behind some shrubs, near the entrance to the walking path of the creek. 

"We saw you and Bowen get arrested, we're gonna fuck Dick and Chuck up." Bored 
and on acid they decided they didn't want to call it a night and started making their 
way back to my house when they saw the cops arresting me and Bowen. They told us 
they hid in the bushes and watched how Dick and Chuck stayed in the court after our 
"arrest," laughing at us and high-fiving each other. They bragged about how they 
showed us the "real world" and how "we won't fuck with them again." Then Matt and 
Cowballs showed me their technique for revenge. They pulled out of the bushes a six 
pack of Miller Genuine Draft Molotov cocktails. Their plan was to draw Dick out of the 
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house and set him on fire and then torch and 
burn Chuck and Dick's houses. They had a mad 
look in their eyes, fueled with dope and utter 
contempt for seeing their friends arrested by 
redneck pricks. Matt flicks a lighter on and off, 
commanding, 

“LET'S GO FRY THESE ASSHOLES.” 

Having had my LSD buzz ruined while sitting in the 
cop station I was now pretty lucid. I pleaded with 
them not to do it. The cops said they'd be down on our 
ass right away if something else went down tonight. It 
took a long while to talk Matt and Cowballs out of 
burning down the block that night. They wanted it so 
bad. I told them of the conversation Bowen and I had 
walking home, how life is shit here, we have to get out. 
Nothing remains in this boring town except trouble for 
us, etc. My words worked. We took the Molotovs to 
the creek, where families had deposited their dry, 
dead Christmas trees, too lazy to take them to the 
dump. After emptying five of the bombs into the 
creek we decided we had to do one last act of 
retribution. We set a dead Christmas tree upon the 
bridge spanning the creek and set it on fire. The 
flames rose 3 stories tall. We watched for a long 
while, watching our childhood burn into the night 
sky like so many ashes. Life was about to change. 
Time stood still. The tree burned for what seemed 
like forever, lighting up the night while adulthood 
sat menacingly above us, awaiting these new, 
naive lives to chew up and spit out. Our worst 
demons lay ahead and some of us would not 
emerge unscathed, some not even alive. Decisions 
were made and kept.

ENDNOTES: 

I'm pretty much sick of the spoiled record 
collecting shitheads these days. How dare you 
over-privileged white boys complain when a 
band's record isn't issued on your holy vinyl 
format. Punk is meant for the outcast scum of 
society. Outcasts aren't always wallowing in 
money. Tapes and CDR's may not be up to your 
bullshit scene's standards, but sometimes it's all 
the poor punks can afford. Fuck you. 
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Up until a few years ago I 
considered myself a collector. In 
the early '80s, I wowed my tiny 
punk circle of school chums 
because I was able to make mix- 
tapes of the 30 or so hardcore 
records I owned. Not only did I 
own tunes that I enjoyed, but I 
could be a bit of a small-scale 
"expert" simply by default of owning more punk 
rock vinyl than my cohorts. I liked the tunes and 
I liked the prestige that it afforded me. And, 
hell, I didn't have anything else to spend my 
allowance on. I sent weekly orders to Toxic 
Shock mailorder and I scoured the ads & reviews 
in MRR for new HC. The more over the top and 
the more obscure the bands were, the better. I 
amassed every speedy platter I could get my ears 
and my wallet on. I listened to hardcore tunes 24 
hours a day, and if it wasn't fast, I didn't want 
anything to do with it. My rabid interest quickly 
became a way of life. 

Then, when I started doing record reviews for 
MRR in late '88, the floodgates opened. When I 
started my record label, Slap A Ham, the 
floodgates behind the floodgates opened. The 
combination of freebies, trades, promos, and my 
own ridiculous penchant for owning all that was 
hardcore resulted in one of the hugest record 
collections this side of Tim Yo's. I had so many 
records, tapes, CDs, zines, and miscellaneous 
punk items that I could no longer keep them 
inside my house. Once it was apparent that 
owning this much stuff was becoming a problem, 

I attempted to pare down. I gave away grocery 
bags full of demos to my friends and put them by 
the door at record swaps. I took five garbage 
bags full of band T-shirts to Epicenter and threw 
them on the floor in the "free" area. Once it 
came to going through my records though, it was 
tough to be so hasty. 

"Do I really need test pressings of crappy 
noisecore bands that no one would ever care 
about?" “Do I need all four alternate covers of 
the same 7"?" "And all eight colors of vinyl?" For 
many years, sadly, the answer was "Yes." 

I lived in the same crummy house in San 
Francisco for 11 years. It was small and cramped 
and cold. It had a million stairs, no parking, and 
a terrible mold problem. Strangely enough, 
compared to most folks in S.F., it was living in 
luxury. My years living there were when my 
music collection most noticeably mushroomed 
out of control. As I mentioned, I had so much 
music I couldn't keep it in the house any longer. 
Therefore, much of my priceless collection took 
up residence in boxes in my garage. 

Then came moving day. After making the 
decision to extract myself from the Bay Area in 
favor of LA's sunnier climes, the task of moving 
this insane amount of music reared its ugly - but 
multi-colored, limited, and numbered - head. 
While preparing for the 400 mile trek south, I 
opened record boxes in the furthest comers of my 
garage and made a grim discovery. San Francisco's 
gloomy, damp, colder-than-a-yeti's-wedding-tackle 
climate had created a perfect anti-vinyl 
environment for mold. Moldy LP covers. Stained 


wax and spotty inserts. Even mold underneath 
sealed shrinkwrap. Several of my "priceless gems" 
were now truly price-less: Worth absolutely 
nothing. Rather than being the ultimate collector 
who could pleasure myself at the very thought of 
my plethora of wonderful vinyl treasures, I was 
helping the garbage man earn his paycheck by 
throwing these items in the nearest dumpster. 

Even after contributing to Goodwill, as well as 
the Treasure Island landfill, I still had so many 
damn records that I needed to rent a truck meant 
for a 3-4 bedroom house - keep in mind ours was 
only 2 bedrooms - to haul my ridiculous record 
collection. I've never hated vinyl more in my life. 

With my "new beginning" in SoCal, and the 
back-breaking amount of work necessary to 
achieve it, I began to re-examine my priorities, 
most notably my record collection. I have a huge 
number of "collectable" items, but if I don't 
actually listen to them or eryoy them, what's the 
point of owning them? Do I really need three 
copies of the A.C. "5,643 Song EP"? Do I even 
need one copy? Why collect something I don't 
even like? I haven't listened to any of them in 
the past 13 years. And the Charles Bronson LP 
with the metal cover - it's extremely limited and 
it's on clear vinyl and has a label on the vinyl 
without the middle hole punched through it. I 
could punch the hole and listen to it, but theft it's 
worth a lot less. But if I'm scared to play the 
record, why do I own it on vinyl in the first place? 

Besides pointing out the obvious, I've also 
come to terms with many of the records that are 
"worth keeping". Crucifix is one of my all-time 
favorite bands. "Dehumanization" is a legendary 
album. But their first 5-song "Capitulation" 12" is 
not. The band is classic but that first record just 
downright sucks. My copy is worth a lot, but I 
barely listened to the 12" in the '80s when I 
bought it, and I never listen to it now. Why the 
hell am I keeping it? Just to brag that I have it? 
Who would possibly be impressed by the 
statement, "This record blows... but I'm one of 
the few people who own it"? 

I've been weeding through my collection with 
that very point in mind. "Rare" does not 
automatically equal "good", no matter how much 
you try to convince yourself. I own too many bad 
records by good bands and horrible records by 
worse bands. Do you know who Anal Massaker, 
Wheezing Maniac, Muppet Mule, Ulcerous Phlegm, 
or Eeyore Prayer Tool are? Neither do I, but 
somehow I own records by all of them and 
countless others of their ilk. And as the years go by, 
and they slip deeper into well-deserved obscurity, 
there will be even less takers at the auction block. 

I guess it could be a lot worse - at least many of my 
records are still actually worth something. If I was 
stuck with a garage full of Beanie Babies I might as 
well put my mouth on an exhaust pipe now. Although 
I can't help but feel (like myriad Beanie Babies 
owners) the longer I wait, the less likely I am to find 
someone interested in my junk... I mean "treasures". 

I'm not against collecting or collectors. It's simply 
not my thing anymore. I'm just happy after all this 
time I can comfortably part with much of my 
collection and get it into the hands of people who 
truly appreciate and listen to what they buy. And 
money from selling has been doing wonders to fend 
off bill collectors. They tend not to care if I happen to 
own the entire Agathocles discography. 








So, it's almost summer. It was actually sunny here 
in San Francisco the other day, we're all looking 
forward to seeing the rad touring bands come 
through our respective hometowns on their 
summer tours, and I'm starting to see punx in 
ripdowns walking the streets. Fuck yeah, it's 
almost summer. But, not so fast, almost-summer 
also brings the season of APs, Final projects, 
exams, and other school bullshit that I am at this 
very moment suffering through. Man, I feel like 
I'm going to fucking explode with all this stress. 
After I finish this column I have to go write two 
fucking papers and deal with a bunch of other 
crap... But as we speak my mom is making me 
waffles, so I really can't complain. 

I feel like too much has happened since the 
last issue to be able to write about it all... Most 
importantly, we fucking went to war. The day the 
war started, my friends and I took to the streets 
at 7 AM (yeah, for once the punx were on time) 
and, along with thousands of others, we tried our 
best to stop "business as usual" in the financial 
district and throughout downtown SF. I don't 
know if we succeeded in doing everything we 
hoped to do, but we did our fucking best, and I 
felt really good about what went on. That is, until 
about 3 o'clock, when an unpermitted breakaway 
march I was taking part in was trapped on 
Mission street in between 7th and 8th. The cops 
proceeded to arrest every single person on the 
block without giving us an order or means to 
disperse; even the "civilians" that were simply in 
the wrong place at the wrong time got hauled in. 
Excessive and unprovoked violence was used in 
many cases (luckily not against me)... I guess at 
this point the pigs were pretty tired of having to 
work a generously compensated overtime to deal 
with us "rioters". They took away anything they 
deemed dangerous-they even took the black flags, 
breaking the metal poles in an apparent display 
of power and authority (yeah, that's really 
showing us who's boss). After keeping us waiting 
around for a few hours, they systematically 
cuffed, photographed, and recorded everyone, 
then sent them off in MUNI buses to 850 Bryant 
(the county jail) to be held. 

Some of us decided to do jail solidarity. Jail 
solidarity, for those of you who don't know, is 
basically refusing to speak to the police officers 
(remember "you have the right to remain 
silent"?), not giving your name or any personal 
information. They book you as a Jane or John 
Doe, and you can't get out of jail until you give 
your information, or, in the best case, until they 
realize that it isn't worth their time to hold you 
and they let you go free, without a citation. Our 


hope in doing solidarity was that there would be 
so many people crowding the jails (there were 
upwards of 1600 arrests that day) that the cops 
would realize they needed the space and release 
us relatively unscathed. We could also ideally use 
our situation to obtain better conditions for 
others who had been charged with offenses more 
serious than failure to disperse (which was our 
charge, total bullshit but still nowhere near as 
bad as some of the trumped-up felonies that got 
handed out). Because I chose to do solidarity, I 
was treated as an adult-they had no way of 
knowing that I was a minor because I didn't say a 
word. As I saw the paddy wagon containing all 
the minor arrests drive off, I felt a little uneasy. I 
knew what I was getting myself into, but I didn't 
know if there would be repercussions for not 
stating my age when the police asked the 
juveniles to step forward. However, staying in 
solidarity was more important to me than what I 
envisioned the negative consequences of my 
silence to be, and so I kept my mouth shut. 

I had managed to stick with my friend Kat, 
because I knew that I was going to be in for a 
long night and having someone to talk to would 
come in handy. We were driven to 850 Bryant and 
held outside in makeshift pens with some other 
"Janes". Sitting on the concrete and leaning 
against the steel enclosures, we shared food and 
water in our small group and got used to calling 
each other Jane (it's harder than you think). At 
this point the sun was still out and we were in 
relatively high spirits. At about 5 the cops took us 
inside to a holding tank. We were in a group of 
around fifteen women, all doing solidarity. Soon 
we were transferred to a larger tank and 
combined with another group of Janes who had 
been arrested earlier in the day. There were 50 of 
us by now, and the room was a little cramped. 

The group consisted of mostly "normal" people- 
college students, middle-class middle-aged 
women, even a few older ladies and one mother 
and her daughter (which I thought was pretty 
rad). There were a couple hippies, a few mi-metal 
girls, and then there was me and Kat, the fuckin' 
punks. After everyone settled down, we had a 
brief discussion to try and formulate a plan with 
regards to our demands and our behavior while in 
jail. The word "Jane" soon lost all meaning in the 
room, and we had to resort to more creative 
means of addressing each other. From that point 
on, I knew that it was definitely going to be a 
longer night than I had expected. 

Allow me a small digression: I'm all for more 
girls in punk rock and especially in the 
hardcore/crustAhrashAvhat-have-you genre, but 
the plain fact is that on the whole I really don't like 
girls all that much. I don't spend too much time 
with them, primarily because I know more boys, 
but also because, I don't know, I guess I just don't 
get along with most girls. I'm not saying I hate 
girls, because I know plenty of totally awesome 
ones, but the women I was stuck in that cell with 
for eight hours were certainly not awesome, to say 
the least. All you really need to know is that, after we 
adjourned our impromptu meeting, they started a 
heartfelt round of Kumbaya, then proceeded to 
impose a silent meditation period in the room. Kat 
and I had to cover our mouths in an attempt to stop 


giggling. Whoops. But actually, it wasn't 
as bad as I'm making it out to be... I 
mean, it's fucking jail, you know? I should 
be glad I wasn't left outside in the cold 
with no food, water, or bathrooms like some of my 
friends were. All I had to deal with were some new 
wave hippies and tasteless Kraft cheese sandwiches. 

So we settled down for the long haul. As the 
night went on I became progressively more loopy 
from having been up and on my feet since 6 AM. 

The general atmosphere in the holding tank 
seemed to deteriorate at around 9 o'clock-Kat and 
I were having trouble keeping our laughing fits 
under control, and it seemed like everyone else 
was having trouble ignoring them. At 10 we got to 
see our lawyer. She informed us that many of the 
felonies had been reduced to misdemeanors and 
that news, along with the fact that many of us 
were tired of sitting in that fucking cell, convinced 
me to cite out. Yeah, I know, I wimped out, I'm not 
down for the cause. Throw something at me. 
Seriously though, the way that I saw it, spending 
the night in jail wouldn't serve any concrete 
purpose, since the more severe charges we were 
trying to lower had been reduced. The only reason 
for me to stay there (besides the obvious one of 
keeping in solidarity with the others that chose to 
stay) would be in the hope that I would be 
released without a citation and a fingerprinting, 
and at that point I was willing to submit to the 
inconvenience of a court date and a police record. 
Yeah, I fucking wanted to go home. 

At any rate, we waited another hour before they 
came back and asked us for our names, addresses, 
and birth dates. A few hours after that (I think it 
was maybe 1 AM by then), someone came back for 
me. They had realized that I was a minor and 
needed to be processed over at the juvenile 
detention center. For some reason I was held for 
another hour in a room by myself (a mild 
chastising for withholding my age and name?), 
and then taken across the street, where they 
called my mom. She got to the station at three and 
they released me with a citation. And that was it. I 
was out of jail! Man, was I ever stoked. At that 
point I had been up for something like 21 hours 
straight and I was fucking tired. My mom was 
totally rad about everything though. I mean, come 
on, she fucking drove to the police station at 3 AM 
to pick me up. She even brought me food. How rad 
is that? As we got into the car, I immediately 
devoured my toast (freedom toast?) and in 
between bites told my mom the story of my arrest. 
After hearing the details, she started talking about 
how the police were fascists. Those were her exact 
words. Fascists. Fuck yeah, mom! 

After I finished eating, I turned on my phone 
and listened to all the messages my friends had 
left throughout the day. Asking if I was okay, their 
voices betrayed their concern. I smiled. If nothing 
else, I know that going through this bullshit war is 
going to bring everyone closer, especially the 
punks. Seeing all my friends out in the street, 
working together to make their voices heard, to try 
and do something that they truly believe in, was 
so fucking inspiring to me. And educational too-I 
skipped school that day and the next day, but fuck, 
I know I learned more about life from that 
experience than I ever could at school (but I guess 
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that's not really saying much). I guess the point is 
that even in times like these where our country is 
being run by complete fucking idiots who 
apparently can't see past the tips of their noses, we 
can take comfort in the idea that we aren't taking 
this bullshit lying down, we're getting pissed off 
and doing something about it. And even if you 
think nothing comes from what you do, the simple 
fact that you're voicing your dissent is so fucking 
important. If we do everything we can, it's enough. 

So, I guess it's a very posi end to this summer 
column. Until next time, be safe, keep those 
bandanas ready, watch out for the pigs, and 
remember to have fun. Yeah, life can be pretty 
fucked up sometimes, so you have to remember 
to eryoy what you can and that it's all worth it in 
the end. Especially if there are waffles.

GWEN ARAUJO 

It's so unbelievably sad to see/hear of a promising 
young life cruelly brought to an end because of hate, 
ignorance, insecirity, and fear of the unknown. The 
sudden death of 17y.o. transgendered (which does 
not mean gay, but includes cross-dressers, 
transvestites, transsexuals, and those bom with 
physical characteristics of both sexes) Gwen Araujo 
wasn't just another murder, but more like brutal 
annihilation. On Oct. 3rd Gwen attended a party at a 
friend's house in Newark (just 40 minutes from S.F.). 
That night Gwen was wearing a borrowed blouse 
from her mom, and a mini skirt. At one point she was 
in the bathroom with a girl who discovered her 
biological identity. This girl proceeded to let the rest 
of the party goers in on the info. Shortly after this 
Mike Magidson 22, Jose Merel 22, and Jaron Nabors 
19, then punched, and kicked Gwen in the face. They 
didn't stop. They then repeatedly beat her, then while 
semi-conscious dragged her to the garage where they 
strangled her with rope until she died. These three 
bastards then tied her wrists and ankles together, 
threw her lifeless corpse in a car then drove out to 
the Sierra Nevada foothills (about 150 miles East of 
Newark), and there buried her in a shallow grave. 

Her body was found on Oct 16th. 13 days had passed 
and nobody at the party talked about what they'd 
seen go down. WHY? A person's gender identity isn't 
dictated by anatomy. There are many people who 
feel like they're trapped in the wrong body. Some 
transition, often to be faced with losing jobs, friends, 
and family. Gwen, however, tragically lost her life. 
High schools all over the Bay Area held candlelight 
vigils in memory of Gwen, and the concept of 
acceptance. It wasn't too long ago the punk scene 
lost one of its own to ignorance, and intolerance., just 
because he was different, much like Gwen, Brian 
Deneke was run down by some jocks in Texas. This 
shit happens in every community. Nothing's gonna 
change until we change it.

much more important stuff to be said about the 
Fucked Up War in Iraq, with its staged feel good 
footage of "Liberation," it's base motives. From 
profiteering Texas oil companies to the neo 
conservative Agenda laid out years ago to 
dominate the Middle East, to the senseless 
deaths of civilians and the U.S.'s questionable 
commitment to Democracy (uh, 2000 election 
anyone?) Our allies - Pakistan (Military 
Dictatorship), Saudi Arabia (a Monarchy!), etc., 
etc. Your guess is as good as mine as to which 
one of THOSE will be lined up for Hate Week in 
twenty years, just like twenty years back with 
cronies and creeps like Donald Rumsfeld were 
showering Saddam Hussein with gifts, weeks 
after he "gassed his own people." Arrgh. Just 
not our dictator anymore. There's a lot of 
columnists, news sites and info out there, vital 
information and people who can articulate the 
point better than me. And I guess the Punk 
Scene's methods of communication, albeit 
pressed on to tiny pieces of Oil are just a vital as 


any art, the means that people living through these 
times, alienated by the choices presented by World 
leaders and World Despots can reach across lines 
on a map and communicate. So here's some 
thoughts-besides Regime Change! Right here in 
the USA! 2004! Tips and whatever else I could 
think of from my experience in making records. 

A record is only new once, it only comes out 
new once, its impact, largely is based on what 
happens when the record is brand new as that's 
when you're bound to most likely sell the most 
copies of it. Only in a few circumstances can I 
think of an influential record that was re-done 
significantly after it first came out-Minor Threat" 
Out of Step" 12" which was remixed, Sex Pistols LP 
with track changes, then the endless variants of 
Dead Kennedy's records (though that's largely 
through different countries' pressings, etc and not 
significant changes to the core of the record), the 
re-formatting of the DRI 7" to a 12"etc. It's 
important to do it once, do it right. 

The songs have to be good. Really good. In the 
1980's I think records were seen as a bit more 
memorable as it was a little bit more of a mystery 
than it is now how to make a record, and a lot less 
attainable for most bands. Bands had to play a lot 
of shows to gain an audience and an ability 
financially to have something released. I think 
now too few bands take the time to really get their 
material down and the relative ease of doing a 7" 
and amount of labels wanting to release stuff 
doesn't help, where as in the 1980's that might be 
it—that might be your only statement. There are 
heaps of great bands that turn up now on 
collections, demo LP's, bootlegs that never even 
got to make that statement and are enjoyable, but 
largely a footnote to something much larger. Now I 
think many bands see 7"s as, "Well, it's just a 
single." I like the trend of bands doing demos, as 
long as it's not pursuant to just releasing it on 
vinyl later anyway and some fake attempt to seem 
right on.. Minor Threat had something like 21 
songs. Negative Approach maybe 24. Rudimentary 
Peni maybe 30 tops. While bands can take the 
route of writing to record to fulfill record offers, I 
think the most memorable material is generally of 
songs hammered out through a live set and refined 
until recording. (Even with bands like SPAZZ, who 
wrote constantly for recording sessions and had a 
pretty high batting average of great material, the 
most memorable songs for me is on their two LP's 
where the songs comprised their live sets for most 
of their history as a band). I think quality 
supercedes quantity. Often bands rush to record to 
have something to sell on tour, where if they had 
waited, toured and then recorded the record 
would be a lot stronger of a document of their 
sound, the playing would be tighter, the intent 
more cohesive overall. It's not easy to show or 
afford that restraint when there's a gas tank and a 
band to feed. Same way on the heels of a 
successful record there's a pressure to follow it up, 
and you see a lot of veteran bands (Naked 
Raygun, Fugazi, etc) fall into this trap where 
there's pressure to record a new album every year 
and there's really only four or five great songs out 
of the 12 tracks on each record, unlike the first LP 
or two where every song is great from a 
culmination of writing songs over several years. 


Very few bands can write a great punk LP, let 
alone a great one on a regular basis. Generally 
it's not in the cards as the music is often limited 
in scope emotionally and musically, and thirty 
five minutes-sixty minutes of the same notes, the 
same feeling falls out of touch with the listener's 
experience that fluctuates more variedly. This is 
why the collections I've often done on my label 
of older bands are difficult, as you want to give 
the fans a value by including all the tracks and 
demos and 7"s and outtakes, but at same time at 
70 minutes the CD is pretty unlistenable in one 
sitting. It why I think the 12" 45 RPM is a better 
format overall for hardcore, a bit more playing 
time than a 7" but not enough to where you hit 
burnout. Negligibly the 12" 45 RPM with a 
limited amount of playing time can also have a 
slightly louder sound, but that also depends on 
the mastering engineer you use. The 10", which 
costs MORE than a 12", gets filed into a record 
section that no one looks at, gets filed in 
between LP's where no one can see them, has 
less playing time and fidelity than a 12" and is 
not bought by a lot of record buyers is the most 
useless format ever outside of the 5" (the vinyl 
equivalent of YU-GI-OH or Hologram Sports 
cards), avoid at all costs. 

Mosthardcore bands don't have, nor possibly 
want, a producer who would rearrange songs and 
control the output of the sound. It's often left up 
the person at the soundboard while recording to 
make choices regarding recording styles (set up 
live together, in isolation rooms, etc.), maybe the 
person putting the record out has some input 
and generally one or two people in the band. It's 
my feeling it takes a band, or at least the people 
involved with the band, four or five recording 
sessions to learn what they want from a studio. 
Not many recording engineers understand how 
to record hardcore and thrash, and while 
bringing in samples, copies of your other records 
or inviting them to a show can help, it's often 
tricky to find the right balance. I don't have a lot 
of suggestions for the studio, it could be a whole 
column, a whole book in itself. Show up on time, 
show up early and start setting up the drums in 
the parking lot, it costs money by the hour and 
there's rarely enough time. Buy new strings, 
drumheads a few days/weeks before and get 
them slightly worn in. You don't want a drum 
head to snap in the middle of your LP and 
change the drum sound for the second half of the 
album. Use the best gear you can find to borrow 
for the right sound, but be cognizant that it 
might change the sound you're used to. Have 
your songs down, don't learn them in the studio, 
that's what Pearl Jam and R.E.M. can afford to 
do, not you. Don't write the lyrics in the studio. I 
think it's a good idea to record off a tour with the 
songs well rehearsed, to record during a tour can 
be tricky because of the chance your singer's 
vocals will 1) sound different 2) go out. Bring a 
boombox and tapes and listen to your mixes in a 
car, on the boombox. Listen to the whole thing 
through watching the spacing when you're done, 
take it home and play it on your stereo where you 
normally listen to music if you have a break 
between the next day. Ideally, Space the time 
between your recording and mixing by a 







weekend or a few days, so you can get to know the 
rough mix and garner ideas for what you want in 
the mixing. Spend as much time mixing as you do 
recording, it's equally, sometimes more important. 

Once you've got your recording & sequencing 
(and I fully believe it's important to have the 
right sequence, a shuffle feature on your CD 
player can help assemble it if it doesn't follow 
your live set (usually the best scenario, as if 
you've played the songs live a lot you know which 
ones work together already) or preferably 
assemble it beforehand by arranging practice 
tapes) and have the songs properly spaced. 
ProTools and other programs can do amazing 
things here shaving off seconds and half seconds 
here and there for effect, then it's time to send it 
to mastering. Mastering is a confusing thing, as 
many times as I've had it explained to me it still 
seems like some sort of alchemy, transferring 
sound waves into a physical form. I fully believe 
in good mastering, which generally doesn't 
happen (though not always) by just "sending it to 
the pressing plant." Said computer programs 
allow a lot of the compression, brightening and 
such to be done post mixing in the studio, this 
will make it sound better when you leave the 
studio but does then present the mastering 
engineer with less choices. Some people prefer 
that, but I see such a value to the mastering that 
I really don't like to interfere with the ability of 
someone who specializes in it to have their 
options limited. At the same time, like mixing, 
you're limiting those choices Anyway, so it 
depends how much control you wish to extend 
and to whom, but whatever the case, don't skimp 
on the mastering. It's a large part of how the 
record sounds. When you get your test pressing, 
listen to it on a lot of different stereos if you can, 
and listen to more than one of them. Extra tests 
are cheap, and make good gifts. 

Ideally, before you've decided to make a 
record everything has been thought out, the 
artwork is thought out, the layout sort of 
decided. I eventually, after years of learning, had 
to enact a policy of nothing goes to mastering or 
advertised in any way, before the artwork is 
received. This is a good policy, as artwork can 
notoriously lag, and you still have the reward to 
dangle in front of the band to complete the 
artwork-that they can then get test pressings, 
otherwise there's often not incentive. Not all 
bands are visual artists, in the least. It's a good 
idea to construct sample mock ups of how your 
LP or CD or 7" will work in the exact size as 
opposed to looking at files on the computer. 

Make color laser printouts, color xeroxes or even 
hand color xeroxes with markers. It's a good way to 
sense what you'll receive. Good artwork attracts 
people to the records, and there's plenty of books 
of LP covers and ideas that inspiration can be 
gleaned from. I think there are lots of great, 
underused artists in the punk scene that can gladly 
do art for nominally fees and or copies, and some of 
the bigger artists within the scene are often 
reasonable in their costs. Double check everything, 
the address, the labels' RPM, the catalog number, 
the thanks list before you go to film, do it right, do 
it once. If you make super limited covers, don't 
make some shitty thing at Kinko's with a glue stick 


or a lousy silkscreen job, that's a dumb scam, it 
you're making something to be desirable it should be 
superior, not inferior, to the normal version. 

It's a real treat to be able to get some of the 
original hardcore 7"s like Minor Threat or Articles of 
Faith and hear how they were originally intended to 
be heard and viewed after knowing them from and 
seeing how different from the CD or LP collections 
they are, though often it's hard to understand them 
in the context of and in comparison to what was also 
happening at the same time, finding two or four songs 
of blasting hardcore on one side, then a space where 
you flip it over and two or three more songs of 
screaming hardcore the mastering can be a lot hotter 
and the songs way more blasting and the artwork 
with more impact and directness, gritty lousy xeroxes 
and bad print jobs.. It’s often to find the same energy 
and care to put into a reissue, where the bands ideas 
are already set, their impact already felt. Now a lot of 
bands that don't put effort into the 7'"s they release 
as they assume they will be collected onto a CD later, 
tacked onto the end of an LP's CD or re-recorded at a 
point, so it just becomes something for collectors to 
file away, with very little impact of ideas or reason to 
exist, might as well be Dr. Doom Heroclix, Klingon 
warbirds, Jar jar Ceramic mugs or whatever, the punk 
scene can do better., it can be, it has been, much 
more. I think of record making as documentation, 
and when it's done without thought, it cheapens the 
whole experience. So hey—it might be your only 
chance to make that statement. With thought, do it 
once, do it right, Cheers.

I think the only possible contribution I could've 
made to the proceedings anyway would've been a 
sincere, "Ladies, these feminist boys are all just a 
bunch of fucking sex pests in emo clothing at the end 
of the day". 

A PEOPLE PERSON SPEAKS 

I get accused of being anti-social and difficult to 
get on with a lot, by and large it's true; mostly I can 
only do so much small talk with people before giving 
up and reverting to sarcasm and generally people 
either annoy the shit out of me, or I feel stupid 
talking about nothing and I get annoyed with myself. 

I've never wanted many friends and for the last 
decade I've bandaged up too many ragged wrists, 
had too many suicidal battered wives make eyes at 
me and listened to too many punch lines that went 
"and then he threw me in the river so he wouldn't 
have to pay." Dealing with that shit so often tends 
to knock out your social side sometimes. 

For years I've struggled with the idea that my job 
defines me in anyway at all, mostly because I hate 
to see people lost when they have a day off, anxious 
and agitated, like there's something else they 
should be doing, but they're not sure what. I'm sure 
we all know people who have nothing else to talk 
about other than work, and then only in the 
narrowest of terms, unable to relate their 
experience to a wider context. I would hate to ever 
become merely a guy who works with the homeless, 
a guy who works with drug users, a guy who works 
with the severely mentally ill, a guy who works with 
people who've been hopelessly institutionalised. 
After almost ten years of this unadulterated joy, I 
can no longer deny that it's certainly consolidated 
the person I am to an extent. 

I've always known that the world is a shitty place 
and that it's largely populated by idiots. Sometimes 
I think that subconsciously I choose to work in 
environments that confirm this to me because I 
want to be proved otherwise, but unfortunately I 
rarely am. I guess it's not that much of a problem 
for me, I don't feel constantly let down by people 
because from most people I don't know because I 
expect absolutely nothing. Thankfully my 
misanthropy is of the variety that means I'm 
occasionally pleasantly surprised instead of being 
hopelessly disillusioned all the time. 

POSITIVE HARDCORE 

I like what we have going with punk rock, I 
really do, I'm not jaded in the least with it. Sure, I 
go through periods of not wanting to listen to 
another band of sincere young men on a mission to 
save the world, but who doesn't? When I hear 
whiners complaining about how much they're jaded 
with hardcore (I use the term interchangeably with 
punk rock all the time) I wonder why they think I 
should care. It's always the most useless human 
beings that come in our scene, stick around for a 
couple of years and then drop out, only still within 
earshot of all and sundry, so we can hear them 
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constantly bitch and moan about how stupid our 
scene is. Usually they drop out because no one 
pandered to their bullshit egos enough, because 
their battle cries of "Support the Scene" were 
really "Support My Half-Arsed Band That Sucks". 

If you're jaded with DIY hardcore, then all it 
proves to me is that you've never taken 
advantage of the opportunities that go beyond 
increasing the size of your penis, uh, record 
collection. The whole No Barcodes stance of a 
few years ago was something I always thought 
trivial; face it, your record collection is the 
easiest part of your life to reclaim and you don't 
deserve a round of applause for owning Dischord 
1-10.1 always aspired to slightly more than that. 

Worst of all are the useless cunts that complain 
all the time, yet still use our networks to 
distribute their records and book shows for their 
bands. When Justin Pearson of The Locust is 
having another hissy fit because we're all a bunch 
of elitist fags and he's above us all I just laugh. JP, 
the reason the kids hate you and your really shitty 
band is largely because you dis us at every 
possible step, yet you still expect us to come to 
your shows, feed and house you when you're on 
tour and buy your over priced novelty records. 

ANGER BURNING 

Here's why I feel less than enamoured with a 
lot of more recent hardcore bands: This is 
essentially an angry and emotional style of music 
we're playing here, but where did the anger go? 
Most bands now seem merely to be people 
playing angry, passionate sounding music, rather 
than people genuinely enraged and passionate 
and it shows. Name me one band on the current 
Bridge Nine roster that actually sounds like they 
give a shit and aren't just going through the 
motions. And don't go patting yourself on the 
back just yet because there aren't that many 
genuinely pissed of bands in slightly more 
underground circles either. 

In much the same way as political punk 
became as interesting as hearing someone 
reading a shopping list as it degenerated into the 
need to be seen to be saying something, abrasive 
hardcore is rapidly descending into the realms of 
guys who can play the right noise, but without any 
of the ire to validate it. Time to take stock of why 
we play the music we do, whether it's a genuine 
urge, or just another activity to kill the ennui. 

Thanks to all the people in California and 
those just passing through that recently 
reaffirmed to me why hardcore is the best place 
for an unrepentant misanthropist like my good 
self. Thanks especially to Nerd House, John and 
Patsy, Matt, Erin and Henry and Max and Dawn. 
I'm not always this grumpy. Most of the time, but 
not always. If you really must get in touch, 
ape_militia@hotmail.com, though I won't write 
for your zine, won't give you a track for your 
compilation and don't need to be on your mailing 
list for sucky grindcore bands.

I used to hate taking standardized tests when I was 
a kid. It wasn't because I was progressive before my 
time or anything of that nature, but it was because I 
hated filling in the bubbles of the "race" section on 
the front page. I'm biracial and the categories 


never quite fit. My mother is Japanese and my 
father is technically speaking, German-Irish. 
When it comes down to the matter, he's really 
just a white guy from Ohio, but you know how 
that goes. So I didn't feel Asian enough to mark 
that category and I knew I wasn't white, so I'd 
always mark "other". 

When you're biracial, you're of your own race. 

I didn't feel "white" because I didn't look like my 
white friends, ate different food, and spoke a 
different language at home with my mother. I 
didn't feel Japanese, either, because to my 
Japanese relatives, I was an American, different. 
It left me feeling like I didn't fit in anywhere. I 
always marked "other" on those tests and built 
up a healthy dose of cynicism and low self 
esteem at an early age. 

It wasn't until I was in my late teens/early 
20's that I realized what a benefit being biracial 
could be. I was bilingual. I had a world-view 
beyond my actual years. I had wonderful parents 
who gave me the best of both cultures including 
lots of life experience gained through travel, etc. 

I had a lot that my peers didn't. Right when I 
began feeling confident and grateful for what I'd 
previously felt was embarrassing, I became the 
near victim of a violent hate crime. 

I was dating your prototypical white-guy-with- 
an-Asian-fetish. He took Japanese language 
courses at SF State, was into anime and manga, 
was into Japanese hardcore and punk music, and 
me. We went to Gilman, of all places for this to 
happen, to see some bands play and it turned out 
that the band we wanted to see had cancelled. 

I'd like to say it was someone like Final Conflict, 
but I have a sinking feeling it was The Offspring! 
Anyway, we decided to leave and were walking 
down the street towards my car. We were already 
in it and turning the corner when we both 
happened to look out of my (driver's side) side 
window. We saw two Nazi skinheads running 
towards our car with baseball bats. We could 
hear them yelling racial epithets at us and 
something about killing us because we were 
"filthy race-mixers." I was shocked. The whole 
thing was very surreal, like watching them 
underwater or something. They were still a ways 
down the street and weren't close to us, but it 
was scary to think that had we walked slower or if 
my car was having problems (which it often did), 
that we would have ended up in the hospital 
simply because we chose to be together. I put the 
car in drive and we drove off safely before they 
got to the car, but we were badly shaken. 

When I got home that evening, I had a couple 
of messages on my answering machine from 
concerned friends who had seen the skinheads 
chasing after us. I assured them that we were 
fine and nothing had happened, but something 
did indeed happen. I felt violated. Sure, I'd 
been called names before and received 
unwelcome comments, looks, discrimination, 
and all that stuff because of my race, but I'd 
never been physically threatened. It took me 
awhile to feel "normal" again. Granted, going to 
shows "back in the day" was a scary experience 
with Nazi skinheads wanting to beat everyone up 
and having their own boot-boy pits (god, get out 
of the closet, you know?!), but even then I felt 







like I was part of a group and there was safety in 
numbers. Back then, I felt it was less about my 
race and more about the fact that I didn't have 
that silly skinhead girl haircut (Bring the letters 
on! It is a silly looking haircut!) and the fact that 
me and my friends were punks, not skinheads. 

I hadn't thought about this incident in a long 
time until I was hanging out with Chloe at a 
show and she was telling me about how she 
always hears her older friends talk about how 
dangerous going to shows was "back in the day" 
and how in the time that she has been attending 
shows, she has always felt safe. I think this is 
something we can all feel proud of. Going to a 
show should be a safe environment where you 
shouldn't feel physically threatened or have to 
hear ignorant comments-we hear those too often 
as it is in our everyday lives. Now don't get me 
wrong, by safe, I don't mean sterile. Getting the 
occasional bump or bruise (notice I said "bump 
or bruise," not laceration or serious head trauma) 
from an overzealous dancer or an empty beer can 
flying through the air should be expected. I don't 
feel like I should have firecrackers thrown at my 
ear, TONY, however! But again, that's a different 
story for a different column... 

The point is that we have done a lot to 
eradicate Nazi boneheads from our scene locally 
and that's a really awesome fete. Jaded so- 
called punks who are usually just folks who used 
to listen to punk and are now "normal" again will 
often remark on how punk really hasn't done 
anything and it's a waste. This is crap. Our 
scene is strong and healthy despite the attempts 
of those in power and fucking Great White to 
shut us down. Bands, zines, and labels are 
sprouting up all over the place. There are now 
punk-owned businesses of all kinds that we can 
go to for everything from music to stickers to 
pins to clothing to food to printing to books to 
graphic design to web page design and on and 
on. I don't think punks are going to change the 
world, but we certainly have changed our own 
piece of it and can continue to create and 
maintain our own D.I.Y. community and be a 
threat by living by example. 

IRAQ. SYRIA. & THE CONVERSE GIRLS 

My 11th grade class is a radical U.S. History/ 
Literature class called "Rebels, Resistance, and 
Revolution" and my favorite group of students 
this year is the unit my colleague whom I team- 
teach with and I refer to as the "Converse Girls" 
because they all (you guessed it) wear Converse. 
Anyway, this group of young women is totally rad. 
They're all politically aware and active young 
punks and artists. They've gone to many of the 
protests and vigils locally and in San Francisco, 
are constantly asking questions and reading up 
on myriad current affairs of state, and are 
intelligent and strong. They don't always 
complete their homework, however but that's 
another story... Despite the constant angering 
and depressing events that continue to unfold 
around us, with everything from Bush Jr. to the 
rising body count to the cuts in education, I can 
always take heart when I can see firsthand, 
students like the Converse Girls. Education has 
changed dramatically over the past six years that 


I've been a full-time educator and young people 
are growing increasingly politically aware: they 
have to. Because of the desolation that surrounds 
us, it's an exciting time to be a teacher, which I 
know is a rather fucked up oxymoron of sorts. 

Karin and Tiffany Converse were asking if I was 
going to call in sick to work and attend the protest 
the day the war "began" (and don't get me started 
on this one-the U.S. has been carpet bombing Iraq 
for years). I thought about it a long time and 
ultimately decided not to. If I worked in any other 
field other than the one I'm involved in, I wouldn't 
have had to think twice, but I really felt I needed 
to go where I was most needed and that was with 
my students. Tlirned out I was right. Young 
people who don't have access or knowledge about 
alternative news sources and just have what they 
see on TV or hear from their parents are really 
hungry to know more. And it's my job, and the job 
of other educators, to teach. And that's what I 
did. There's been tension on our campus (and I'm 
sure campuses around the world) between anti 
and pro war students and faculty and it seems with 
Syria being next on Bush's list, it's just going to get 
worse. The global protests are inspiring, to say the 
least, however. And the Converse Girls are 
inspiring, as well. I feel better knowing young 
women like them are around. Emily Converse even 
scanned in all the 7" .covers for the review section 
while she was T.A.-ing for me! How cool is that? 

BURNT RAMEN 

Who would have thought that Great White would 
have any kind of impact on our lives? This was a 
band most (god, I hope all!) could have cared less 
about in the 80's and didn't give a passing thought 
to, but now their stupid asses (and I know it's bad 
to think ill of the dead, but I just don't care in this 
case) have gotten some great show spaces around 
the country either hassled by the authorities or 
worse still, shut down. In our case in the Bay 
Area, Burnt Ramen is gone. Jeff spoke of the 
virtues of Burnt Ramen in the last issue, but to 
reiterate, it was simply the best show space in the 
Bay Area. Supportive of everyone, this space had 
no rules and was always a place to find a friendly 
face and see some good bands. I was talking with 
some friends about how Burnt Ramen is 
practically solely responsible for the "success" of 
many of our locals, many of whom wouldn't have 
had to opportunity to play so many shows with 
other great bands. I will miss Burnt Ramen a lot, 
as will anyone who has had the opportunity to go 
or play there. I've also overheard many a touring 
band remark on how Burnt Ramen was the best 
show space in the country... RIP! Jeff and I are 
working in conjunction with John the Baker and 
cutie King of Speed, Scotty Karate, to put together 
a tribute CD where the proceeds will go to helping 
others start similar projects. More word on that 
later... In the meantime, John the Baker is 
putting together a one-time-only zine about Burnt 
Ramen and he wants bands who have played there 
to do a write-up about their experiences there.

Laura from the mighty KYLESA juggernaut is 
my interview subject this time. We corresponded 
a bit prior to meeting in person at the Super 
Sabado fest this past January. When I originally 
came up with the idea of interviewing a different 
woman involved in our community for each issue, 

I purposely stayed away from interviewing band 
girls because I wanted to cover women from all 
facets of the community, not just the ones on 
stage. Thanks to Laura for being a willing 
interview subject and thanks to the Kylesa guys 
for understanding... 

PLEASE GIVE US A BRIEF HISTORY OF KYLESA. 

Kylesa started around December of 2000. Damad 
broke up a few months earlier and the members 
Brian, Christian, and Phillip decided to continue 
writing music together. I had been playing off and

on with Phillip for a year or so in various side 
projects and he thought it was a good idea to 
bring me aboard. We wrote several songs (most 
of which ended up on our album) and decided 
that we would all partake in the singing. We 
recorded the rough tracks of the album in May of 
2001 - mostly guitar, bass, drums and some 
vocals. We played our first show on June 2, 2001 
and just a few days later, Brian died in his sleep 
from an epileptic seizure. I can't even begin to 
describe how terrible this was. Brian was a good 
friend of mine whom I had known for several 
years and I miss the shit out of him. We decided 
that we owed it to Brian to finish and release the 
Kylesa record. We wrote a couple of more songs 
and recruited our friend Michael (who is in two 
local Savannah bands) to play bass on the two 
new tracks. Several months passed but we 
decided to continue as a band and we eventually 
found Corey who is our current bass player. We 
are touring the east coast/mid west in May. 

HOW ON EARTH DID KYLESA AMASS 
ALL OF YOUR EQUIPMENT WITHOUT 
BREAKING THE BANK?! 

All of us have been playing music for years so a 
lot of it has to do with the fact that we've just 
accumulated stuff over time (at least in my 
case.) I am pretty sure that Christian is still in 
debt over his drums. As far as the guitar stuff 
goes, we actually (well Phillip and I) play very 
mid grade gear other than our guitars. I bought 
and sold some things here and there and slowly 
began to gather equipment over time. It 
certainly didn't happen over night! Even still, my 
amps are pretty crappy and the whole set up was 
fairly cheap. It's not like I'm running some $1000 
head or something. I know that with the bass 
gear (which all belonged to Brian and after his 
death, his parents left his equipment to us) was 
indeed very expensive. However, Brian had a well 
paying construction job and lived rent free in 
trade for work on the house. He saved up money 
for a year to buy that massive amp...I remember 
asking him if he wanted to go out for drinks and 
he would decline saying, "Nope, saving money for 
the Mesa Boogie". I don't think I saw him at a 
bar for almost a year, which meant he was set on 
that amp because Brian loved whisky a lot. With 
me, I worked seven days a week (this is when I 
had two jobs) for 4 months and saved every 
penny and still could only afford cheap amps... 
but they are loud as hell! 

KEN TOLD ME YOU HAVE AN INTERESTING 
JOB. WHAT DO YOU DO? 

Well, it's really not that interesting except my 
friends think it's pretty hilarious. I'm a tour 
guide. I give history tours and occasionally I will 
bullshit some ghost stories. You see, it is really 
hard to find work in Savannah...it is a small 
college town and what little market there is, is 
taken up by the college kids who will work for 
very little money. Tourism is the second largest 
industry here next to the port industry. I have a 
college degree with two BFA's but I can't work 
"professional" jobs and be in a touring band. My 
bosses are really cool with letting me take time off to 


tour or play shows. But yeah, I guess it is pretty funny. 

HOW LONG HAVE YOU BEEN PLAYING 
GUITAR? WHAT INSPIRED YOU TO START? 
WHAT INSPIRES YOU TO CONTINUE? 

I've been playing guitar for about 8 years. It was 
definitely Toni Iommi of Black Sabbath and Greg 
Ginn of Black Flag that prompted me to start...and 
I was also really into Fugazi. Early Black Flag was 
so raw and angry and I must have played the tape 
"the first four years" over and over again. I wanted 
that raw energy and fuzzed out sound that Greg 
Ginn had. And of course, Black Sabbath was the 
only thing I listened to for quite a while... I am 
very heavily influenced by their sound. They have 
great tempo changes (and of course the riffs are 
bad ass). As far as current inspiration to 
continue...well, I feel as though I have to play in 
order to keep my sanity. It's like I don't have a 
choice. I just have to play. 

HAVE YOU HAD OTHER EXPERIENCES 
PLAYING MUSIC BESIDES KYLESA? WHAT 
IS IT LIKE PLAYING AND TOURING WITH A 
BAND OF MALES? 

I've played in a couple of local bands here in 
Savannah before Kylesa but they never went 
anywhere mainly because no one else was really 
dedicated or desired to be in a touring band. The 
first band I played guitar in was a lot of fun...we 
sounded like a mix between The Cramps and 
Devo but a lot more punk. Touring with all guys 
seems pretty normal I guess because I've never 
toured with females. They are like my brothers 
and I live with two of them. They're family so we 
quibble like brothers and sisters would but 
overall we get along really well. 

ANY 'YOU PLAY GOOD FOR A GIRL " TYPE 
EXPERIENCES YOU CAN SHARE WITH SF&L 
READERS? HOW DO YOU HANDLE 
SITUATIONS LIKE THAT? 

I haven't had that specifically said to me.... In fact, 
more people say shit like "it's great to see a chick 
screaming into a microphone." My actual guitar 
playing hardly ever gets mentioned which 
confuses me sometimes because I've always 
considered myself more of a guitar player than a 
singer. Generally, in the punk scene I have been 
treated with equality, which is what I want, I don't 
want to stand out because I am a girl in a band. If 
I stand out at all, it should be for what I am doing. 
However, it's the other kinds of shows (the more 
"hardcore", metalcore or metal shows) when I get 
ridiculous comments. Actually, I didn't have that 
many to share with you until last weekend when I 
got several good ones. 

We played in Tallahassee, Florida with our 
friends Cream Abdul Babar. Overall the show was 
great; there were a lot of people there - some 
punks, some stoners, some young, some old...just a 
really random mix- and we got several 
compliments after we played. This one guy came 
up to me and said that he really enjoyed us and 
liked what we were doing, etc...Then he said that 
it was great that" a chick was up there screaming" 
and I thought oh no here it comes...then he goes 
on to say that at first glance at me, he thought I 
was just some coffee shop girl because of my 
glasses. (Note...he was wearing a checker board 
baseball cap and a Punisher flight jacket and 


dorky pants and wore glasses) but then he said 
that he saw the municipal waste shirt and noticed 
that I had very sharp k -9s almost like fangs (he 
was pointing at my teeth) so he concluded that I 
probably wasn't a coffee shop girl....what the hell 
is that supposed to mean? I laughed in his face 
and noted that he too was wearing glasses and 
that it wasn't my fault that I had poor vision. ..I 
think I mentioned that I was a vampire. Oh and 
now my nickname is fangs...it was hard to control 
to the laughter. I think that guy went on to bug 
Dan from Cream for like an hour. 

We played a show in Savannah the next day and 
after the show while I was breaking down my stuff 
and talking to my friend Mike, some girl came 
running up to the stage with a piece of paper, 
asked me to sign it and then asked me very loudly 
and excitedly if I were gay. She wanted me to go 
back to her squat and make out. I was 
embarrassed and confused and mumbled 
something like I had to break down my stuff but 
thanks. Mike and I looked at each other and 
laughed...it was the most blunt invitation I have 
ever had. Then the same night the bass player 
from Goatwhore (we played some metal fest thing 
that a local promoter put on...it was pretty weird) 
said that I was really rocking and that I deserved 
to have my asshole eaten. I couldn't believe my 
ears. I was shocked and disgusted and his friend 
seemed really shocked that he said that but 
started to laugh. I can't really remember what I 
said...something like well that was really fucking 
informative. I fell asleep during their set anyway. 
They did not rock. They were boring. 

WHAT IS IT ABOUT THE SOUTH THAT SPAWNS 
SO MANY RAD WOMEN LIKE YOURSELF, 
VICTORIA DAMAD, LYZ ANTISCHISM, ETC.? 

Well, I'm not so sure the south has anything to do 
with it. Perhaps it is because we come from small 
southern towns where there is nothing to do. 

There are a limited amount of punks in these 
small towns so I guess that in itself pushes the few 
punks to work together a little more while 
breaking down the gender barrier more than say if 
we all lived in big cities. 

WHAT IS IT ABOUT THE SOUTH THAT 
SPAWNS THE HEAVY SOUND? 

I really don't know where the heavy sound originated 
from down here. But I do know that the south seems 
to do it really well and there are a lot of heavy bands 
in the area. I think that with any town, you go to a 
show when you are young and you see a band(s) that 
blows you away and you grow up around it which 
makes you are more likely to emulate that sound 
when starting a band because you are around it so 
much. For example, there are younger bands in 
Savannah that have been heavily influenced by 
Damad but this is what they grew up around so it 
seems natural. It seems that each region has it's 
own sound just like it has its own dialect. 

I HEAR YOU’RE IN A BIKE GANG. TELL ME 
ABOUT THIS. 

Yeah it's pretty funny... right now it's in kind of a 
rudimentary stage but we are called Satan's 
Acquaintance. You see, Savannah is a great place 
to ride bikes and most of my friends don't have 
cars so our main means of transportation is to 







bike. I was with some friends one day and we 
decided that we needed to have a bike gang 
because the weather was about to get really nice 
and we wanted an excuse to terrorize the public 
by getting a huge group together with a bunch of 
beer and loud music and take over the streets. 
Several custom bikes have been made...we are 
working on a trailer system for the beer and 
boom box. Our friend Jeremy made us a badass 
back patch design. It is a brutal looking skull 
with a spiked dildo going through its mouth. 
Fucking tough. We all now have jean vests with 
this image on the back. When we ride through 
downtown, all of the tourists seem very confused 
and upset by our gang. Basically, it's just fun to 
ride around with your friends here because the 
town is so beautiful and there really isn't much 
to do. Bars become boring and old real fast. ..It 
may sound juvenile and silly but it is a hell of a 
lot of fun. I think we want to get a group picture 
and send it in to real bike gang type magazines. 
That would be a trip. 

WHAT'S YOUR TAKE ON WHY SO MANY WOMEN 
LEAVE THE SCENE BEFORE THE AGE OF 25? 
WHAT'S YOUR TAKE ON WHY MORE WOMEN 
DON'T PLAY IN BANDS OR GET ACTIVELY 
INVOLVED IN THE PUNK COMMUNITY? 

I think there are probably several factors to this 
and I think there could be an entire column 
written on this subject. First, I think that many 
people (men and women) go to college, graduate 
college and then get "real" jobs. To many, punk is 
just a phase that they go through and it is cool 
for a while but then they "grow out of it" or 
whatever and become indie rockers or 
something. Also I think that the punk lifestyle 
can be really hard sometimes and by the time 
punks are in their late 20s, many feel pressured 
to move on with their lives and are sick of 
working in the service industry. I think that it 
can be a personal struggle for many people. I'm 
not saying that you can't have a real job and be 
involved with punk because you certainly can. 
One day when have a real job or whatever, I will 
still buy records and still go to shows. However, 
being in a touring band in your late twenties or 
thirties is even rarer (although lately I've been 
seeing older punks in bands and that rules! 
cheers to all of you!) because it is virtually 
impossible to hold down a real job or have a 
career when you're on the road a lot. This is why 
I work the job I do. If I were not in a band, I 
would certainly try to get a job in my field of 
study and try to make some sort of livelihood. I 
also think that many people become 
disillusioned or jaded with the punk culture. 
Maybe it wasn't what they had hoped for or 
maybe they were sick of putting so much into it 
and getting very little in return. A lot of people 
also see punk as a youth culture and they might 
feel weird or estranged if they go to a show and 
everyone there is literally half their age. Haven't 
you noticed that there are way more older punks 
at a bar show than say at an all ages show? (I 
know that drinking has a lot to do with it but 
even if the all age venue allows beer there still 
are fewer older punks). It is also really hard to 
find a date when you are an older punk - 
especially if you live in a small town where there 


are maybe four punks or like-minded people 
around your age. I always attend shows and I am 
one of the oldest people there - definitely the 
oldest woman other than Victoria who doesn't 
come out that much anymore because she has a 
baby. Which brings up another point: many women 
decide to have families and I would imagine that 
that would lessen your involvement in the punk 
scene considerably. But I am personally right at 
the supposed cut off point of 25, but I figure that 
I'm in it for life. Even my mom said that which was 
pretty funny to hear. I am really excited about the 
current bands right now and our west coast tour 
was so awesome and inspiring. I do wish, however, 
that there were more women involved. Ok, so why 
the hell are there not more women in bands? That 
is one I'm still trying to figure out. Here in 
Savannah the women are really representing: 

Kathy plays bass and sings in Circle Takes the 
Square, Alix sings in Hammurd Shit, and Victoria 
sings in Karst... But overall, there just aren't 
enough females. Especially guitar players. That is 


even worse. There are so many guitar players out 
there and most of them are men. I think that in the 
past and behind my back there has been the 
sentiment of "Oh well she's a girl - she can't play 
guitar." And I think that's maybe why more girls 
don't play - there is not a lot of encouragement for 
them to. And that is bullshit. 

WHAT DO YOU LIKE TO DO WITH YOUR 
FRIENDS? WHAT ELSE ARE YOU INTO? 

Hang out, ride bikes, go to shows...I'm really into 
photography and art in general. This summer I am 
going to work on getting a show together... hopefully 
I will be in the darkroom a lot.

2. Stiv Bators in the Dead Boys 
never seen him in person but 
video footage is mind blowing. 
The sort of thing that makes you 
want to start a band. 

3. HR in the Bad Brains - back 

flips!!! Need I say more?!?! 

4. Sam MacPheeters in Bom Against 
&Mens Recovery Project he was one of 
the only interesting personalities from 
the late 80s and early 90s. Outspoken, 
charismatic, energetic, and agreatvofoe. 

5. Jello Biafra in Dead Kennedys 

all you have to do is consider the 
simulacra on stage today that calls 
itself the Dead Kennedys and realize 
that Jello Biafra was Dead Kennedys. 

JEB BRANIN 

0. SUPREME VOCAL OVERLORD 
who is above a ranking by a mere 
mortal: Lemmy Killmeister of 
Motorhead. Lemmy’s voice is almost 
100% influenced by legendajryjazz and 
blues artists like Louis Armstrong, but 
he remains the quintessential extreme 
vocalist.. Isanybodyasgreatas Lemmy? 
Ithinknot 

1. Chris Notaro of Crumbsuckers 

IVe always loved this guy's voice. 
Nice and demented. I don't think he 
did much of anything before the 
Crumbs and I'm pretty sure he hasn't 
done anything since. Too bad, 
although very typical of hardcore, eh? 

2. Blaine Cook of The Fartz / 
Accused / The Black Nasty Still 
the sickest voice ever. You know 
that game where you put together 
your "dream" band? Well Blaine 
is singing in mine. 

3. (tie) Johnny Hedhmd of Unleashed 
& Martin \m Drunen of Asphyx / 
Pestilence / Comecon / Bolt Usurer 

Easily my two favorite death metal 


roars. Johnny is more versatile and 
Martin is more primitive but in 
comparison most other death vocalists 
seem to be lacking something. 

4, Mark Insight - In the late 80s 
and early 90s his was the only voice 
in sXe that was twisted enough! 
Most sXe of the day went for the 
straight shouting, Mark's voice was 
more of a throat shredding bellow. 
Their one 7" is great but it doesn't 
do him justice. He was also the 
ultimate sXe frontman. 

5. Mike Brown of United Mutation 
Bizarre and deranged... two very 
important vocal characteristics. 

Others who could be in my top 
five on any given day: Snake of 
VoiVod (over the years he did 
everything from roaring to 
singing but its all weird), Jake 
Filth (totally raw), Joshua 
Plague of B.T.P.N.L.S.L. (freakish 
and monstrous), Wendy 0. Williams 
(disturbed & scary), Brad Barker 
of Victims Willing / Harifarm / 
Anger Overload / Knowitall (he 
can do it all-shout, yell, sing, 
scream, roar...), Terrance D.H. of 
The Stench /Bad Yodelers / 
Season of the Spring / Magstatic 
(the only real clean voice on my list 
but he connects with me every time), 
Uncle Shame of HATEx9 (purely 
psychotic, his was the only vocals 
chaotic enough to match the tumult 
that was HATEx9) and last but 
certainly not least, Greg Wilkinson of 
Lana Dagales / Brainoil (the 
epitome of the perfect 90s fastcore 
voice and the perfect 90s slowcore 
voice). I've only heard one 7" by 
Voetsek but if future recordings are 
equally unhinged vocally, you can add 
Ami Lawless to my list as well.

ROB COONS 

1. GG Allin (w/the Scumfucs, the 
Jabbers and countless others) - 
Fuckin' hell, what can I really say 
about this man that has not been 
said before. I mean where do you 
start for the man that was born 
with the name Jesus Christ Allin? 
Unfortunately I missed seeing GG 
live when I lived back in Chicago. I 
had one chance and I missed it (a 
moment in my life that I am still 
bitter about). But I have seen 
enough videos, stories and photos 
to know that this man was the real 
deal. Fear, aggression, anger, hate, 
pain, and violence.. .he stripped it 
all down to the rawest human 
emotions. By attending a GG show 
you were pretty much guaranteed 
to be terrified, assaulted, sexual 
molested, or just plain humored. 
Regardless, you were in for a wild 
show and should of expected the 
unexpected. I remember hearing 
and reading about how he was 
going to commit suicide on stage. 
Unfortunately he bit the bullet in a 
much less glamorous way. The 
thing is, whether you loved or 
hated GG there was no denying his 
existence & he definitely has left 
his mark on the world of punk rock. 

2. John (Heresy) & Chi Pig (SNFU) 
It is real simple. Though these 
bands are totally unrelated on 
most levels, the thing that brings 
them together here is the amazing 
stage presence of both of their 
vocalists. I don't know if there are 
any other vocalists who had more 
energy and spent more time in the 
air from jumping than these two 
guys. I mean have you ever seen a 
photo of the singer of HERESY 
standing on the stage. Sometimes I 
wonder if he just hovered over the 
stage shifting his legs into various 
contorted positions while the band 
played on. At least that is what the 
photos would leave me to believe. 


And Chi Pig, damn what a crazed 
lunatic he was. I was fortunate to 
catch them live many years ago 
and the two things that stood out 
the most was his amazing 
command of the stage and his 
endless jumping abilities. Let's 
hear it for these two awesome 
vocalists, their great bands and 
their amazing jumping abilities! 

3. Henry Rollins (SOA, Black Flag, 
Rollins Band) You know, the 
argument is ongoing about who was 
the best vocalist for BLACK FLAG. 
Whs it Keith, Chavo, Dez or Henry? 
Fuck this isn't the time or the place 
for that argument, but I can offer this 
opinion. For pure entertainment as 
an artist, punker, vocalist or whatever 
you want to call it, my money is on 
Hank! Henry was notorious for 
storming the stage with a manic rage 
and aggression that has gone pretty 
much unrivaled over the years. One 
look into his eyes seemed to say, "I 
wish I could wrap my hands around 
your neck and kill you, but you 
pathetic life is not worth the jail time." 
He had a powerful presence and a 
command of the stage. And as his 
career went on his shorts got smaller 
and his hair got longer. (Coincidence? 
I think not) His strength as a vocalist 
followed him into the early years as a 
front man for the ROLLINS BAND. 
Though in the latter years of 
performing, his stage presence has 
become a watered down version of 
what it once was. But there is no 
denying the impact he had on and off 
the stage in those early years. 

4. Jello Biafra (Dead Kennedys, 
Lard and countless other side 
projects) - Ah yes, Mr. Eric 
Boucher definitely made an 
impact on a many of young punks 
minds through his madcap stage 
antics way back in the day. 
WTiether he was chasing people 
around or being chased around 
himself he was always on top of his 
game. He often chided the crowd, 
with witty commentary while 
cutting loose with snarling 
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aggression and theatrical stage 
antics. Shit, the guy ran for Mayor 
of San Francisco back in 1979. 
How many punk band vocalists 
can make that claim? The one 
problem with the DEAD 
KENNEDYS is that because of 
their high profile and assimilation 
in the "mall punk" culture, I think 
that people forget how amazing 
they truly were (and he was as a 
vocalist) and they don't get credit 
were credit is due. Well, do 
yourself a favor and track down 
one of those old videos of the DK's 
and recapture the craziness that 
was Jello Biafra on stage. 

5. No Justice /Life’s Halt /What 
Happens Next? -1 know, I know, 
this is three bands and there is no 
particular front man listed here. 
Well, let me break it down for you 
so it will all make sense. Most of the 
readers of this magazine are aware 
of the insane live shows of all three 
of these bands. Basically there is no 
denying the incredible stage 
presence of all three vocalists for 
these bands. They all commanded 
the stage with a reckless energy 
attacking their own band mates; 
the crowd and spending more time 
jumping in the air than planted on 
the stage. They punched the energy 
and aggression meter through the 
roof every time they played. How 
could you not want to get your ass 
moving when watching one of these 
bands? The main reason I put these 
three bands together is because I 
was lucky enough to catch them all 
together at a Gilman Street show. 
And believe me when I say, that it 
was by far one of the most 
amazingly out of control and 
energetic shows I have ever seen. I 
can't even start to explain how 
watching these three vocalists and 
their bands in action caused 
everybody there to lose their shit 
and go ballistic. It was fucking nuts! 
So kudos to everybody involved 
with these bands, because in many 
ways they revitalized the modern 
era of hardcore. 

Honorable mention: Sakevi 


(GISM), HR (Bad Brains, HR) 
Ray Cappo (Youth Of Today, 
Shelter, Better Than A 
Thousand) and countless others 
who have jumped, attacked, 
sweated, bled, cried, vomited and 
collapsed for our visual pleasure. 
Ah yes, doing it for the kids. 

CHRIS DODGE 

My list is comprised of fairly 
obvious choices. Sorry, but legends 
are legends. Very few can come 
close to blowing me away as much 
as these classic warblers did: 

1. Jello Biafra - This one's a no- 
brainer. One of the greatest 
frontmen of all-time, punk or 
otherwise. Awesome stage 
presence, unique vocals, brilliant 
lyrics, plus I dare you to name 
someone else who can be such a 
great songwriter without knowing 
how to play an instrument. 

2. Ralph Lotspeich - Capitol 
Punishment vocalist turned golf 
pro, he was one of the first punk 
frontmen to use that gruff vocal 
style that's so commonplace 
today. When this band started, 
Ralph made most other hardcore 
vocalists sound like Karen 
Carpenter. Every singer from 
every fast band who has used a 
low & gravelly vocal style since 
1982 should send Ralph a buck 
(and maybe an additional 50 
cents to the singer from The Fix 
now that I think about it). 

3. HR - The only Bad Brains 
vocalist who mattered. He had a 
brilliantly original approach that 
was spastic and rabid, yet melodic. 
Like a Rastafarian Jerry Lewis. 

4. Darby Crash-When the Germs 
played live, Darby couldn't stay 
sober enough to sing into the mic, 
or even hold onto it, and he rarely 
sang in time with the music, but his 
out of control behavior was truly 
more punk than Sid ever was. In 
the controlled studio environment, 
his talents were more apparent. 
That snarl in his voice embodied all 


that was vicious and raw about 
early punk rock, plus his lyrics were 
staggeringly poetic and far above 
the quality of most bands today. 

5. Kurt Brecht -1 remember the 
first time I saw D.R.I. around 
1984 or '85, Kurt came on stage 
and I was wondering, "Who's that 
hippie dude?" Kurt is an original. 
He managed to make his vocal 
delivery pissed off sounding yet 
not affected. Plus he could cram 
a million syllables into a 20- 
second song and you could still 
understand what he was saying. 
An awesome & influential 
vocalist, although you gotta admit 
his books were pretty awful... the 
lyrics to "Capitalist Suck" (sic) 
are cool for a thrash tune, but 
they fail miserably as "poetry". 

RUDOLF EVERTS 

1. Infest - No band (okay, besides 
Negative Approach but that was 
before my time so I don't really 
count them in) is so stripped down 
and still amazingly brutal and in 
your face. Jeb would be able to 
come up with an amazing term 
instead of brutal but for me that's 
Infest in one word, especially the 
vocal part. I know this band only 
from records and the newest 
album (that took way too long to 
be released) is as good as 
everything they’ve done. Hardcore 
in it's purest form. Darn, if only I 
could have seen them because 
classic bands like this only pop up 
once every decade. 

2. Lack of Interest - Since I 
never saw Infest but was lucky 
enough to see L.O.I. once I just 
have to mention them in the top 
5. Same vein as Infest, again 
brutal as hell. Angry and short 
bursts of energy. The in my eyes 
classic anthem 'my life' always 
puts a smile on my face and 
makes me want to wreck things. 

3. Fuck on the Beach - The 
singer of F.O.B. sings so intense 
& fast and with such a mean bite 


that I just can't get enough of 
this band. It also counts that I've 
seen em play a few times and 
they just made a big impression 
on me. What more is there to say. 

4. No band. I listed one* thing 
too much in my top list so I'll cut 
down in this listing. Call it lack 
of inspiration. I call it: too many 
good bands out there. So I'm 
cheating a bit. 

5. Scrotum Grinder /.Fuckingcom 

.. .more bands - Besides the fact that 
I love the music, the thing that 
captures my attention of these 
bands is the singing. I can only 
imagine how much it would hurt 
your throat to sing like that. Loud & 
angry. I just love it. 

Of course this list can and will 
change eveiytime when new bands 
pop up and more records and shows 
make an impression but these 
bands are the ones that popped up 
first when I though about a top 5. 
Try to convince me I'm wrong. 

FELIX HAVOC 

1. Iggy Pop, with the Stooges. 

I don't care much for his solo 
work, but Iggy to me personifies 
the out of control punk rock 
front man. Sure his antics were 
culled somewhat from Jim 
Morrisson and perhaps a little 
Lenny Bruce, and Little Richard 
but Iggy brought it all together. 
The preposterous outfits, the 
aggressive attitude, the full scale 
assault on the audience. The 
soulful vocals were tough yet 
erotic, defiant while crying for 
help. The animalistic yealps and 
hollars betray Iggy's early 
fascination with the blues and 
the raspy vocals cut pretty deep 
for a white kid from Ann Arbor, 
laying the framework for many a 
suburban kid gone wrong to 
scream in anguish and protest. 
This guy was a true ripper and 
almost every punk singer owes 
some debt to Iggy. 
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2. Cal, AKA Kelvin Morris. Cal is 

one of the best vocalists ever 
because Discharge is the best band 
ever. This just goes without saying. 
After 20 years of clones, imitation, 
progression and regression we 
have to go to the source to realise 
the true brilliance. The first few 
Discharge eps were like the 
quantum leap that pushed punk 
into hardcore and made music 
what it is today. Cal sounds so 
incredibly pissed off at everything. 
The "Discharge Haiku" reduces all 
issues to a sentence or two worth 
of invective. It's all so fucking 
horrid and bleak and this guy is 
here to scream it to you right in 
your fucking ear. Too bad this guy 
succumbed to metal disease and 
lambasted us with drivel like Grave 
New World, otherwise he'd be 
remembered as the all time HC 
rager for the vocals up to Warning. 

3. Tam, aka Lynda Simpson 
Sacrilege. Hands down best 
female vocalist in Hardcore ever. 
The Sacrilege comp tracks and 
first LP are over the top blasts of 
scalding acidic power that cause 
speakers to burst into flames. The 
vocals on Blood Run and Dig Your 
Own grave are so sick, I wish she'd 
stuck with that style. Too bad Tam 
also caught metal disease and got 
all operatic on us. Only the singer 
of Comes and Mandy of Health 
Hazard come close in my book for 
female hardcore vocals. 

4. Lee Dorrian of early Napalm 
Death. This dude took the gruff 
style of early Brazilian hardcore 
and mid 80's Japanese HC and 
really turned it on it's ear with 
the trade mark rufffscreeching 
crusty vocals. Scum, Mentally 
Murdered, the split with SOB 
and the Peel Sessions are some 
of the rawest most brutal vocals 
every coloured from the human 
throat and every crust and grind 
core band since has copies Lee's 
style. A true rager in his youth, 
yet another vicitm of metal 
disease who decided to sing like 
some troll on acid at a Hawkwind 


revival in front of Stonehenge and 
was replaced by a predictable 
death metal singer. This guy had 
fucking moxie and like Discharge 
pushed punk into hardcore 
Napalm Death took hardcore to 
it's most extreme level. 

5. John Brannon of Negative 
Approach, OK, I could have just as 
well picked Ray of 2Day or HR but 
Brannon sounded so abrasive and 
pissed off at everything. Especially 
on the 7", it's like dude is going to 
come stomping out of the speakers 
and start smacking down poseurs 
in your living room. Along with 
NOTA, Negative Approach fused 
the most essential elements of 01 
and Hardcore into the most tough 
sounding hardcore punk of it's day. 
I didn't much care for Laughing 
Hyaena's but Easy Action isn't that 
bad. Still, dude was at his finest 
with NA when he was telling the 
world 'We won't take any shit, and 
we're not about to leave.” 

Honorable mention for stage 
presence if not vocal style: HR, Daryl 
Kahan in CA, Ray 2Day, Timmy of 
No Justice, Erba with GSMF. 

ATHENA KAUTSCH 

1. JelloBiafra-DeadKennedys 

Whether you love him or whether 
you were the one who broke his leg 
at Gilman, you have to respect what 
this guy has contributed. Instantly 
recognizable voice and he still 
writes some of the best lyrical 
content (now spoken word) around. 

2. Jerry A - Poison Idea 

What every hardcore singer 
should aspire to: kick-in-the- 
throat vocals, awe-inspiring stage 
presence, and fire breathing! 

3. Exene Cervenka - X 

What can be said about this 
woman that hasn't already been 
said? She had such an original, 
powerful voice both in sound 
and content. The X double-CD 
that came out a couple of years 
ago is a must-have gem. 


4. (tie) Iggy Pop & Stiv Bators 

Two classics that have spawned a 
zillion imitations who haven't 
come close to the real thing. I've 
never seen either of these two 
perform live, but the video 
footage and photographs I've 
seen are amazing. 

5. Sean Stern - Youth Brigade 

I know he's not going to show up 
on anyone else's list, and yeah, it 
was lame when they called 
themselves "The Brigade" once 
they got older, and yeah, their 
newer stuff isn't very good, but 
Sean's vocals on "Sink With 
California" can still give me the 
chills. I know that's corny, but this 
band was SO important to me in 
my youth and Sean's resonating 
vocals can still stir memories in 
me of sitting in my room 
obsessively listening to records 
and tapes and reading the liner 
notes and lyric sheets wishing I 
was anywhere else but in shitty old 
Concord, staying up late to catch 
"Another State of Mind" on Night 
Flight, and sneaking out and 
hopping on BART every weekend 


to go to shows in San Francisco or 
the East Bay. This was the band 
that inspired me (and I'm sure 
countless others) to start a band, 
go on tour and get the fuck out of 
where I was. "Sound and Fury" is 
a big part of the soundtrack of my 
childhood. I got to play with them 
when they reformed with the 
original lineup and I'll always be 
really happy about that. 

Honorable mention: Chi Pig of SNFU: 
Distinct voice and awesome stage 
presence; H.R. of BAD BRAINS: 
yowza! Ralph of Capitol Punishment; 
The Funeral Oration dude: damn, 
what a range! Victoria from DAMAD: 
holy shit! Kurt D.R.I: a classic; The 
one and only Debbie Harry; Amy 
from Nausea; Glen Danzig: check out 
my silly fawning photo when I*met 
him! The girl in the other photo is my 
oldest girlfriend, Monica Killer voice 
aside, the guy has VERY small, pretty, 
perfectly manicured hands-yuck!

2. Dave Dictor (MDC) - not 
exactly the best crooner but 
when it came to mad, outraged 
punk vocals he was the one who 
could send chills down my spine. 
"American Achievements" is 
especially crucial. 

3. Kurt Brecht (DRI) - the 

quintessential bratty hardcore singer 

4. Milo Aukerman (Descendants) 
laid the groundwork for a million 
love-struck nerds. "Hope," a true 
classic pop punk song. 

5. Steve Ignorant (Crass) - he 
just seemed way more pissed 
than everyone else!! 


KEN SANDERSON 

Hmm, well I feel that the 
archetypes are pretty obvious- 
Johnny Rotten, Ian MacKaye, 
Glen Danzig, Sakevi From GISM, 
L^ja Terveet Kadet, Polystyrene, 
Nick Blinko, Dick Lucas, Cal 
Discharge, Darby Crash, Exene, 
Jonnson Anti Cimex, Rob Tyner 
(Mc5), Iggy pop So I've picked 
some of my favorite offbeat ones: 

1. CRETIN K-OS, Social Unrest 

on the first 7" and "Rat in a 
Maze" 12", just searing UK snarl 
and off beat sung parts, holding 
notes. The band wasn't the same 
after he left and was like night 
and day during their reunion 
period when he picked up the 
mike. I guess the singer of 
Operation Ivy picked up a lot of 
his enunciation for old Social 
Unrest vocals. Awesome. 

2. The dude in MOBS Japan, Held 
Up to Scrutiny, MOBS might pull in 
as the Dark Horse in the Japanese 
Hardcore Monster vocal contest, 
outflanking KURO and GISM by a 
hair, just really insane Kajju 
monster vocals and gigantic spiked 
hair. Their two 7”s, "Diabolism" 
(great) and "projection of astral 
Body" (decent), tracks on 
"Hardcore Unlawful Assembly" 
(phenomenal). Their later rock LP, 
"Resurrection" is a "pass" though. 

3 - (tie) GREG ELDOPA and 
JAKE FILTH - The East Bay 
kings of "Nails on the Chalkboard" 
vocal style, totally abrasive and 
screeched vocals with out 
sounding like a muppet. A lot of 
people push the extremity of 
vocals and both these singers are 
harsh but in no way cheesy 
sounding and still somewhat 
recognizable in sound/words. 
People who grunt out grindcore 
lyrics or even worse do the 
throttled screechy vocals or a 
trade off of both, what's the point 
of screaming if no one can 
understand what the fuck you're 
saying! Who cares! The grindcore 
Napalm Death vocals were over 


the top in 1987, now they just 
sound corny... If you have 
something to honestly say, don't 
be afraid to put a foot forward and 
say it so people can understand it, 
there's great power in that. 

4. FUGU - Gauze, just for the last 
few tracks on the 4th LP alone, 
where he's singing in a language 
that's pretty difficult to sing in 
(Japanese) at such speed that it's 
almost incomp-rehensible it's so 
quick. Mune' from Paintbox can 
almost approach this speed as 
well, pretty incredible especially 
on the last two tracks of "Cry of 
the Sheeps" CD-EP, outside of 
KURT DRI it escapes me right 
now who approaches that speed of 
quick sentences delivered at 
lightning speed in English. 

5. Greg Graffin, BAD RELIGION 

okay maybe not so offbeat, but still 
one of my favorites for his ability to 
clearly annunciate Lyrics like " 
Flying through a dark prismatic 
tunnel on a carousel" or whatever 
over the steady turn of melodic 
hardcore. Bad Religion still writes 
some of the best punk lyrics around 
and musically dips here and there, 
but still remains relatively 
consistent when held up to most 
hardcore and punk bands on such 
an album a year basis.. Runner Up: 
Pete Stahl of Scream ( "Still 
Screaming" era, not 'Wool" - man, 
the unreleased SCREAM track on 
the Dischord 3 CD box set might be 
the most amazing thing I heard last 
year, Wow. Wow. Just soooo 
energetic and over the top delivery, 
playing, performance line it up 
against any of the "thrash revival" 
and you'll understand why most of 
it falls so short) and Paul Mayhem 
of Zero Boys ("Vicious Circle" era). 

ANDY STICK 

1. Jerry A (Poison Idea) I just 
love his voice on every release 
and no one else could sing "sick 
of this motherfucking goddamn 
shit" and not sound contrived. 
Jerry just writes the best one

liners, like: "Battled with the 
bottle but I haven't won yet.” 

2. Sakevi (GISM) The king of 
all over the top vocalists, no 
contest. Who'd have thought 
that a guy who can sound scarily 
like a Frenchman gurgling 
through a pitch shifter in 
between grunting, snorting, 
doing impressions of pigs and 
making child-like laughing 
noises could be so compelling? 

3. Cal (Discharge) / Nick 
Blinko (Rudimentary Peni) I 

place these two together simply 
because this is Gimme Five, not 
Gimme Seventeen and I couldn't 
decide which of these early 
eighties greats from the UK to go 
with. Certainly I feel these were 
two of the only bands from the UK 
worth investigating from the time. 
Just listen to "Fight Back" by 
Discharge, you can't fake that 
hoarse rage, almost makes you 
forget that Thatcher stepped down 
in 1990. Of course, as so often 
happened with the early hardcore 
bands, with the absence of much 
of a history to draw upon, people 
got some funny ideas in their 
heads. Witness the cringe- 
inducing whining of "Anger 
Burning" and "The More I See" 
and then later on the entire Grave 
New World LP and it's falsetto 
nonsense as perfect examples of 
once great bands losing their way 
entirely. Most embarrassing 
moment put to vinyl by them has 
to be Cal singing "State Control, 
state control, this rock and roll" on 
The Nightmare Continues live LP. 
Rudimentary Peni and specifically 
Nick Blinko were an anomaly in 
the Peace Punk scene they were 
associated with. Their songs were 
to the point and contained a 
greater element of musical skill, 
their politics were less obvious and 
the vocals were far less speaky- 
shouty-life-on-the-dole-save-the- 
animals than most of their 
contemporaries. Certainly Nick's 
voice made the band really stand 
out, high pitched with a rapid 


delivery that undoubtedly almost 
borders on the absurd at times. 
The desperation to get the words 
out, the scornful delivery, the 
feeling, the dejection apparent in 
the words and sound were just 
perfect. “Media Person” and 
“Subdued Violence” encapsulate 
Mr Blinko's genius sublimely. 

4. Wood, Kenyon, Beattie: Three 
into one because Man Is The 
Bastard were the greatest band 
ever and No Comment - Downsided 
is the best 7" ever. MITB always 
sounded like a passionate, angry 
group of men, never merely a band 
just playing angry music, when you 
hear "eternal war against the dicks 
is all we can respect" you hope they 
don't mean you. Andy Beattie, 
good god, remember the days of 
'real' vocalists, not just some guy 
screaming random vowel sounds at, 
you? The speed and precision of No 
Comment, the fact that here was 
someone who actually worked out 
exactly how his vocals should go 
with the music, not just some guy 
turning up with a notepad to 
practice ready to scream 
anywhere. Undoubtedly influenced 
by DRI but taken to another level 
of intensity altogether. And when 
hardcore's greatest band had my 
favourite singer join them, 
consider me a happy boy (where’s 
that damn unreleased album you 
drugged up losers?). 

5. Jello Biafra He was the 
Dead Kennedys to me and 
certainly most fanatical fans. 
That sneer, that righteousness, 
that bile. When I was a teenager 
stuck in my bedroom Biafra was 
my saviour, I realised I wasn’t 
the one at fault, it was the 
hordes of idiots that I came 
across everyday were, I may 
have been weird, but it was 
preferable to the alternative 
that was being offered to me by 
my peers. Then it was Insight 
that meant so much to me, later 
on it became Saturday Night 
Holocaust and Halloween

JETHRO WALL 

This was really hard to actually 
choose just five and then i had a 
hard time deciding, are they 
punk, should i list this person?? 
So to make it easy on myself i 
narrowed it down to vocalists 
who might fit in the range of 
Short, Fast + Loud, which didn't 
make it any simpler, but anyway 
here’s what i came up with. 
These arn't in any particular 
order, just ones i thought of and 
the order they came to me. 

1. Ray Cappo (Youth of Today...) 
YOT was one of the first HC 
bands I ever heard and his voice 
is what really captured me, i had 
never heard anything like it, this 
was better than the punk rock i 
had just been exposed too, and 
it’s what really started me down 
the road of listening to more 
aggresive music. 

2. Mike Bullshit (GO!) GO! 
has always been one my all time 
favorites and lyrically and vocal 
wise, Mike just did it for me, 
there’s not usually a day that I 
don’t listen to GO! 

3. Martin Sorrendeguy (Crudos 
& limp Wrist) The moment the 
first Los Crudos song played on my 
turntable, I was hooked, and 
hearing Martin belt all that out in 
Spanish, I was like this is the 
fucking guy! When I saw him 
perform it was even better, you just 
can't go wrong, seeing him scream, 
"thats right motherfucker, we're 
that spic band" that just pushed it 
over the top for me. 

4. Ernesto (Life's Halt) A 
couple years back I was in a full 
depression, and the Life's 
Halt/WHN? split CD is something 
that kept me going thru all the 


bullshit I was going thru at the 
time, and again, I just love it when 
Hardcore folks embrace who they 
are and sing in Spanish/Japanese/ 
whatever the case may be, it 
makes me eager to discover the 
lyrics that much more, and then 
seeing thew live, that is the prime 
example of GREAT hardcore. 

5. Amy (Nausea) All too often 
in HC/Punk rock i think girls get 
left out when it comes to being 
the vocalist, but not Amy and 
Nausea, to me she was one of 
the reasons I loved Nausea so 
much, her vocals stand out and 
make that band what it is, and 
why I love them so much. This 
alot of times is what hardcore 
lacks, but after hearing bands 
like Fast Times, Antischism, 
Nausea, etc, I know there are 
girls out there who love HC/Fast 
core stuff, I WANT TO HEAR 
MORE!!! (On that note, if you 
know any great female HC stuff, 
point me in that direction.) 

JOSH BAKER 

Well I wasn’t originally going to 
write something for this (and 
being last is always sort of 
intimidating, since everyone 
picked most of my choices 
anyways... You probably won’t be 
surprised if I told you the reason 
I changed my mind was that 
there was about this much space 
left at the end of this page!

WHY DID YOU BREAK UP? 

I guess we all went into different directions. In 
the end Jani was more into industrial, electro 
etc. type of stuff while I was still into fast thrash 
like Hellnation, Heresy, Larm and old USHC like 
Siege, Gang Green, Neos and the likes. Also 
Jarno had some chronicle infection in his hand so 
he wasn’t able to play drums and then 
concentrated on recording a record for a French 
label. We recorded it in ’93 and sent stuff to 
France. After that guy from label asked us to 
send lyrics translated to English. After he got 
the stuff, he didn’t want to associate with us 
anymore because he felt that the lyrics were way 
too militant. As the deal went off we decided to 
quit too cos we all wanted to do other things. 

PRIOR TO SAIRAAT MIELET WERE ANY OF YOU 
INVOLVED WITH OTHER BANDS? 

No, nothing worth mentioning. You have to keep in 
mind that when Sairaat Mielet started in 1988 we 
were 14 —17 year old kids. 

WHAT WERE SOME OF THE MILITANT LYRICS THE 
LABEL FOUND OBJECTIONABLE? 

I can’t reveal the lyrics, but at that point the band 
took very violent approach to issues like drinking 
and taking drugs for example. I mean we just 
wrote violent lyrics, but we never were violent. 
Why we did it? Well, we were very much hated back 
then because straight edge wasn’t popular in 
Finland and we did upset people. In the beginning 
we wrote quite rational lyrics but nobody took us 
seriously so we were angry and wanted to provoke 
as much as we can. In the end we just wanted to do 
the over the top thing and that was it. 

I’VE BEEN TOLD THAT "PUNK ON PASKAA" 
TRANSLATES INTO "PUNK IS SHIT ” IF THIS IS TRUE, 
WHY DID THE BAND FEEL THIS WAY? WHAT IS YOUR 
VIEW OF PUNK TODAY? 

Yes, it’s true. It was actually my idea. I thought it 
should be the title of our first 7” because we 
wanted to get attention. The punk scene here in 
Finland in late 80’s and early 90’s was different 
than it is today. Punks did have great ideas, but 
it seemed they were more interested of getting 


THE MAJORITY OF STRAIGHT-EDGE BANDS TEND TO

Jani wrote all of our songs and if I remember right 
he didn’t like much of these youth crew era bands so 
he didn’t get any influences from there. I found them 
listenable, but they never were my first priority and 
I didn’t write the songs. Jani listened to many types 
of music not just hardcore and got influences from 
many bands, that’s why we had an individual sound. 

IN HINDSIGHT, DO YOU FEEL IT WAS WORTH PISSING 
PEOPLE OFF WITH THE SONGS YOUR WROTE? ASIDE 
FROM THE FRENCH LABEL REFUSING TO RELEASE YOUR 
RECORD. WERE YOU MET WITH ANY OTHER RESISTANCE? 

It’s a interesting question. Being in controversial 
band has a price, but on the other hand we were 
outcasts because of being straight edge even 
before we started to write those questionable 
lyrics so I guess it didn’t make much difference. 
Yes, we were met with resistance. I remember a 
couple of shows where I almost got beaten up, but 
usually people just criticized us. 

DO YOU STILL RESPECT THE POLICE (REFERENCE TO 
"TEHOVALVONTA" ("STRICT CONTROL”)? HA HA HA. 

The song ’’Strict Control" isn’t about respecting 
police in general, it’s about appreciating what 
police did when they harassed drunks and took 
away their bottles. The song wasn’t meant to be 
taken literally, it was just one of those highly 
provocative songs. I do respect police if they 
respect me but if they treat me or other people 
badly then I don’t respect them. 

ANY SONGS YOU LOOK BACK ON AND FEEL EMBARRASSED? 
I don’t actually feel embarrassed of any song, but 
I know I was naive back then. I think being naive 
when you are young is typical and when you get 
older you see things little differently. There s 
nothing to be ashamed of. 

WHAT SONGS ARE YOU STILL PROUD OF? 

|’m especially proud of Hei juoppo ( Hey drunk ). 
It’s one of the previously unreleased songs from 


wanted to do opposite song.

Oh yeah, alcohol is extremely popular here. In 
other European countries alcohol is popular too, 
but drinking habits are different here. For 
example in France people might drink little wine 
but don’t necessarily want to get drunk. Here 
people drink heavily, they typically drink until 
they pass out and if you want to be sober they 
think you are a freak, wimp, etc. Peer pressure 
usually starts at the age of 15 or even earlier. I 
think the worst thing is that when people get 
drunk they suddenly have courage to do things 
which they wouldn t normally do. Alcohol is main 
reason for crimes here, everybody knows that but 
it seems to be acceptable. But what annoyed us 
most when we wrote the songs is the fact that 
people didn’t accept our sobriety. Writing those 
songs was our defense mechanism and we thought 
that if people blame us for being what we are, 
let’s do the same thing. I think alcohol is so 
popular here because people are calm and quiet 
and if they want to have fun or show their feelings 
they use alcohol to relax. 

DID SAIRAAT MIELET MAKE AN IMPRESSION ON THE 
SCENE FOR ITS STANCE? 

Not really. The Finnish punk scene hated us and 
same goes for the whole European scene. Of 
course there were handful of people who liked us, 
but generally we were either disliked or obscure. I 
guess we were too different. 

ANYTHING YOU'D LIKE TO END THIS INTERVIEW WITH? 

I do know that some of things that we said with 
Sairaat Mielet are quite radical, but I hope you 
folks understand that it’s entirely a different 
thing to be straight edge in Finland than in US. 
There it may be completely normal, here its 
social suicide. Thanks for listening!

Chloe may not understand why she was asked to do a column in 
SFnL, hut I sure do. Most of the staff members are "older" 
punks, which is fine (maybe even inspiring, to see so many 
who have stayed with it so long) but the fact of the matter 
is, there is a definite "generation gap" in extreme music. 

At least in my experience... For example, I T m a father of 
four, living in a small rural town and state where there 
aren't even any Democrats of number, let alone anyone who 
understands my affinity for extreme music. For the most 
part, the only people around here who even come close to 
being fans of "real" extreme music are "kids" 10-20 years 
younger than I am. Sometimes I try to talk to them on the 
streets or at the record store (we only have one) if I see 
them wearing hardcore or death metal t-shirts in hopes of 
forging some kind of connection to others who share this 
musical interest. Without fail those kids look at me like I 
am some sort of monster. They aren't quite open minded 
enough to accept an old guy who works at the university as a 
fellow "punk." Sometimes a punk band will form in town (most 
last only a few months) and I've always offered to get press 
for them via my multiple zine endeavors but not once has 
anyone taken me up on it. They either don't trust me or 
don't believe that I've published thousands of reviews, 
interviews, columns and articles on extreme music over the 
past 20 years and that my writings about extreme music have 
been translated into multiple languages and read on every 
continent on the globe (yep, I once had a subscriber to my 
zine who worked at a science station on Antarctica). The 
nearest friend of mine (proximity wise) who has similar 
musical tastes, lives over 100 miles away. I see him about 
once a year. My other "music" friends are further away than 
that, many of them I've never even met face to face. So, 
Chloe, welcome aboard! This zine literally NEEDS a voice 
like yours, because the last thing SF & L wants to do is 
widen the generation gap. Anyway, here are the metal reviews 
(aka second class citizens, har har) for this issue: 
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After a far-too-long absence, UNLEASHED 
makes a triumphant return to the 
international stage with the latest 
addition to their legendary catalog 
called ’’Hell’s Unleashed.” As one of the 
undisputed gods of first wave 
Scandinavian death metal, UNLEASHED have 
spent well over a decade gathering their 
legion of diehard fans. Their remarkably 
stable lineup has allowed them to fine 
tune and hone their musical barrage in a 
way almost unprecedented in death metal. 
In spite of a multi-year gap ’’Hell’s 
Unleashed” picks up right where its 
classic predecessor "Warrior” left off. 
The album is a combination of blistering 
explosions of rapid fire death metal and 
harsh mid-paced tunes that are more 
restrained, yet bear that distinctive 
UNLEASHED brand. Throughout the entire 
album there is an undercurrent of melody 
that is brilliantly counterpoised by a 
relentless use of breakneck staccato 
rhythms. All enhanced, of course, by the 
leather lunged, and amazingly 
decipherable, roar of Johnny's vocals. 

The only drawback to the project is the 
de-evolution of the lyrics. 

Surprisingly, UNLEASHED have, for the 
most part, abandoned the epic and 
intelligent lyrics that have been their 
trademark for years and fallen back on 
generic death metal imbecility. Sure 



they have always had misanthropic lyrics 
about revenge, hell, cruelty, and hate, 
but there are far too many songs on 
’’Hell’s Unleashed" praising demonic 
rampages, being a spawn of hell, 
surrendering souls to Satan, eating human 
flesh, killing Christians, rape, etc. 

That crap has been tired and trite in the 
death metal scene since day one. Other 
than "Fly Raven Fly,” there is almost no 
reference to Viking lore, something that 
UNLEASHED fans have come to expect. 

Also, where are the songs with the 
lyrical depth of "Hero of the Land” or 
the biting social criticism of 
"Mediawhore"? I suspect there was a 
conscious effort by UNLEASHED to write 
lyrics that were a throwback to the roots 
of death metal... It’s just hard to 
believe the band that wrote these lyrics 
is the same band that wrote the lyrics on 
the "Across the Open Sea” album.

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Hailing from violence ravaged Israel, 
NAIL WITHIN play thrash metal with the 
raw intensity of the genre’s pioneers 
tempered by the cold precision of more 
contemporary bands. Their superior 
song writing and musicianship mark them 
as a band destined to leave their stamp 
throughout the worldwide underground. 
Musically they are vehement, yet 
precise, in a way that harkens not only 
to 80s stalwarts like TESTAMENT and 
EXODUS, but to modern death thrashers 
like GOD FORBID or even SHADOW. Their 
vocalist is blessed with leather vocal 
chords. His voice lends the band 
flavors of the 80s pre-death Teutonic 
thrash wave originated by oldschool 
masters like SODOM, ASSASSIN, KREATOR 
and DESTRUCTION. I'm having a hard 
time imagining how any fan of violent 
metal could go wrong with this CD. 
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Having been around for over a decade, it 
is good to hear that MARDUK are as 
virulent and violent in their approach to 
death/black metal as ever. No 
’'atmospheric” experiments, no "gothic” 
soundscapes, no "ethereal” crap of any 
kind can be found on this album. I can’t 
stand their cartoonish corpse paint and 
"more-satanic-than-thou” silliness, but 
when it comes to the musical cyclone, 
they do just about everything right. 
Possessed vocals, shattering rhythms, 
hyperblasting guitars... Fans of the 
truly extreme will be satisfied.

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For a millennium Egypt was one of the 
premier civilizations on the Earth, and 
the Nile was the lifeblood of the 
kingdom(s). Today death metal is one of 
the premier genres of extreme music and 
NILE is the lifeblood. I don’t think it 
would be possible for anyone to listen to 
this CD and fail to understand why NILE 
have been catapulted to the top of the 
death metal kingdom and are the new 
standard by which every neophyte death 
metal band must bear comparisons. On "In 
Their Darkened Shrines” NILE is heavier, 
darker, and more lush than ever before. 

At times their complexity belies their 
sheer devastating barbarity, and that is 
exactly how they want it because this CD 
can, and will, crush you on both an aural

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This is one band that has killed me, over 
and over again (all puns, lame as they may 
be, intended). Only a small handful of 
metal bands have stayed true to their 
original sound (and fanbase) for as long as 
OVERKILL. As they close in on 20 years 
now, they play the same enraged and violent 
brand of thrash metal now that they did in 
the mid-80s when they were one of the 
pioneering major label thrash bands.

Disc two is an OVERKILL history 
lesson, of sorts, with Blitz and D.D. 
telling all their best stories, including 
the "locked in a Polish prison" story.

LP (Barabbas Records / 1984 / other bands include TERVEET KADET, VARAUS, MRAT, 

AIVQFROTEESI plus KAAOS), are ouch better, so I guess I'll just stick to these tunes!! After the "666" LP, that wasn't repressed or bootlegged, but includes a lyric 
sheet, etw also released a Mini-IP called "Seitsemas pasuuna" (6 tracks / Dekadanz Records / 1986), but I never felt the need to get this record.

unheard by the wide audience. I think mast new coapilatians really stink, but since opinions are like assholes you don't have to 
figree with me ...

"Hardcore '83" and the "Yalta hi-life" LPs, which I mentioned before! It's just too bad that this outsta n di ng effort wasn't 
repressed or bootlegged until now, so younger folks don't have the chance to listen to this mandatory masic far a reasonable price... 
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ME LLAKKA - 7 11 (7 tracks / Ei Ei Levyt Records / 1984 / 300 made) MELLAKKA - H It9enMa(yyspaiva ep" 7 ,f (5 tracks / Rat Poison Rees/ 1985 / 500 

made) Even MELLAKKA released just these two EPs within their entire career, I affirm that they have 
to be considered as one of the most classic bands outta Finland ever. Hell, they even never 
appeared an one of the numerous, mostly classic, Finnish coapilatians likB i.e. the "Propaganda - 
Russia bombs F inl a nd" LP (Propaganda Records / 1982 / re-released an CD by Kraklund Records in '95 
/ contains i.e. BASTARDS, KAAOS, TERVEET KADET, RIISTETYT, 013, MAHQ NEITSYT, APPENDIX and 
SEKUNDA), the "Hardcore »83" LP (Propaganda Records / 1983 / re-released an CD by Kraklund Records 
in '96), the "Yalta hi-life" LP (Barabbas Records / 1984) or the aforementioned "Lasta - ep" 7" aac| 
if you know that (nearly) every famous Finnish punkband was included an at least one of those 
samplers I'm still just wondering, but maybe that's also a reason that mklt.akya. aren't that well- 
known at all. Cfa their first sirgle, "Ei..", met.t.akya dished out same speedy, really forceful and of 
course absolutely brilliant hardcore with hoarse, screaming vocals and the successor to their 
debut, that was baptized "Itsenaisyyspaiva ep", features exactly the same blazing, rough 
hardcorepunk! You even cannot hear that the vocalist from the first production, Kepulainen, was 
replaced by Pete who played bass in PQHJASAKKA, which means Pete had an enormous voice too!! Whoa, this is just great shit the wey it was oBant to be played in this 
frosty territory called F inlan d in an era long forgotten!! Both 7"es (lyrics were included) weren't repressed, but they were bootlegged an the "Finnish Drunks - Punks 
is Hippies" coop. LP (bootleg / 1995) along with the ARARAT "Hairikot tulee - ep" 7", the PAINAJAINEN "Todistusaineistoa" 7" and the HOTTO "IlnBStoitu painajainen" 7". 
In ny humble opinion MEllAKKA were one of the best Finnish hordes ever, so all hail to this mi^ity bunch of (probably drunk) punx!!

All four sargs brirg nothirg but quick, drivizg and remarkable punkrock into 
your household and of course it's quite obvious that their vocalist sarg in that raw, characteristic style only a from 

Finland is able to spew out! Ctoe year later NUKKETEAITERI also released a 12" called "Toinen naytos" (2 tracks / Ifyvaa Yota 
Ja Kauniita Plainajaisia / 1983), but since I heard NUKKETEAITERI created only crappy new-wave that also includes a trunpet - 
aliwys remember: Trumpets are NOT punk!! - an this record, I never felt the urge to hunt down this platter. Anyway, the 
"Tervetuloa helvettin..." 7" is a killer, and besides this, it was also released in a sli^itly oversized gatefoldsleeve, so if 
you open the cover you can also read the lyrics - if you're able to speak Finnish...!! Uhfortunaly this oenster was never 
repressed or bootlegged, but if you likB to check out NUKKETEAITERI' s greatness you should listen to the "Killed by Finnish 
Hardcore: Raw, rare Hardcore '81 - *85" LP (Redrum Records / 2003) that features the opener to this 7" and if you enjoy 
"Icpettakaa!!" as much as mB, you'll probably spend a shitload of dollars on eBay for the 
original seven inch!! 
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KKJASAKKA - "kaailna tayxma vibaa" 7" (5 tracks / Kalma Records / 1985) Seems that PQHJASAKKA, who 
contained MELLAKKA's shouter Fete (he sang on their "Itsenaisyyspaiva ep" 7") on bass, just existed for a really 
short period in time since this disc is PQHJASAKKA' s one and only fabrication. I have to say "unfortunaly" as the 
"M aailma taynna vihaa" 7" still totally rocks the little ghetto I'm living in with excellent, hasty plus raw as fuck 
hardcorepunk!! I don't have any further information about the amount of records being pressed, but I guess there're 
not more than JOO - 500 copies floating around, so try to do your best in order to get this magnum opus, that 
contains the lyrics, at any case - you will not be disappointed!! Ugi, by the way: The aforementioned "Killed by 
Finnish Hardcore: Raw, rare Hardcore '81 - '85" LP (Redrum Records / 2003) features a song from this EP!! You can 
file this shredding platter next to your MELLAKKA singles!! A-Puoli, B-Puoli - fucking GO!! 

I SQRTO - M Aina valmiina ep** 7 1 * (6 tracks / Ikbals Records / 1906 / 300 made) If 9lcppy as all hell, sinple 
ear-piercing, rapid fire hardcorepunk not unlike early TERVEET KADET i 9 your cup of beer you have to I 
check out the almighty SQRTO as soon as possible!! These guy 9 created some amazing thrash that realljj 
sounded like a mix of TERVEET KADET*s first 3 EPs ('•Rock laahausta va 9 taan", "TK II" and "Aareton 
joulu"), which were released between 1980 and '82 and this comparison mean 9 that SQRTO still dispose 
of the force to catapult me out of my concrete 90x with utterly fantastic, full blown thrashcore. 
There's no boring, lame or fancy crap on thi9 one-sided piece of vinyl - just 6 fucked up, short and | 
sharp blasts of noisy mayhem the way I love it!! The "Aina valmiina ep" 7", that doesn't include a 
lyric 9heet or inserts, wasn't bootlegged, but fortunaly it was re-released on the "1984 - 1986 ep" 

7" (Ecocentric Records / 1992) along with the "Surmattu unelma" demo, which walks an equal path of 
destruction. SQRTO broke up in 1986, but their drummer Alse went to play in such illustrious bands 
like TUQMIQPAIVAN LAPSET, GENOCIDE and GHOST OF MANKIND, so you should pay attention to these gangs_ 
too... 
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WMOBIHXEL - "Olof Ralme - E^p<» 7“ (4 tracks / Am & Archie Records / 1936 / 300 made) 

Die "Olof Palme - Ifc" 7", which is VALTIOKOmaOSI's one and only output, brings faster paced, 
traditional northern eurqpean punkrock with of course awesomely, typically snotty vocals and these 
audios hooks ^lore, that nearly all F inni sh bands included within their music. I can't help, but 
almost every Finnish crowd who played/plays predictable Finncore was/is able to infiltrate their 
nrnic with such memorable harmonies! Seems there was/is something in the beer they swallow - I 
I really dunno! After the "Olof Palme - Ifc" 7" VALTICKOIKXSI only released one song on the "10 
' vuotta nyohannin" coop. 7" (Ulo & Hiljaiset Levyt Becords / 1987) and then they called their (flits 
w-v- in '8S. VALTIOKOLHOOSI died, but 3 members went to form the minify FEBESTBQIKA who released 
two mazing EPs (split w/ BAAMATTUPIIBI 4 tracks / Ulo & Hiljaiset Levyt Becords / 1988 / 300 
wio ; "Kumisinfonia ep" 4 tracks / Boring Becords / 1989 / 500 made ), so check out EEBESTBOKA tool! While I totally love 
FEBESTBQIKA, I have to say that the VALTICBXHQOSI "Olof Palme - Pfc" 7". that doesn't include a lyric sheet, is way better!! 
Fuck, nearly every nadiocre record back from the mid-'SO '3 was finally (illegally) repressed, but somehow the importanc e of_ 
VALTIQK0LHQOSI is still ignored by the bootleg mafia.. 


Next to the bands I talked about within the introduction (TERVEET KADET. RATTU3. LAMA, KAA03 BA3TABD3 
RII3TETYT APPENDIX. TAMPERE 33, VARAU3, KOHU- 63 ) I also didn't mentioned such classic Finnish hordes li .e 
ERISTETYT* KIIMA, NO SECURITY, VALVONTAKOMI33IO, MIELENHAIRIO, HC ANDERSEN, MAFIA, RYTHMIHAIRIO, 
TOUMIOPAIVAN LAPSET, OENOCIDE etc. as I didn't wanted to write a book about the Finnish music industry - 
that's definitely not my Job! If you like to listen to some new(er). devastating Finnish noise I cannot 
recommend THE STAKEOUT, SELFISH, KAIVOSURMA, T0TUU3 , HARDCORES, HEROD Io HONE 3 T, VAPAJa, aIAN II , 
NEUR00TTI3ET PELIMANNIT, KIROUS. EPAJARJE3TY5, KAN3ANDEM0KRATIA, 3II0NIN KEVAT. IRRITATE, UMLAUT, VICIOUa 
WANKERS, KAUNIIT P0LII3IT, WIND OF PAIN, EHTOOLLINEN, UNKIND or FORCA MACABRA enough!!

TORINO EARLY '80'S, HOW WAS THE ATMOSPHERE AND 
WHAT MADE THE FOUR OF YOU DECIDE TO PUT TOGETHER 
A HARDCORE / PUNK BAND? WHICH WERE THE 
INFLUENCES AND WHY HARDCORE WAS THE TARGET? 

I started in '82 with another band called 5# Braccio (which reads 
"Quinto Braccio" d "Fifth Block" nda), the Torino scene was just 
starting, everything was new or to be invented and there was a lot of 
enthusiasm in everybody involved. Actually almost all the people had 
a part in it, as a member of a band or just helping out organizing the 
shows or the various activities. At that time we were quite involved in 
the Anarchist Punx collective that was active organizing shows, 
making actions, and squatting the first places. As soon as we started 
to play around more and more and after several arguing about 
priorities in the collective, we started to be more on our own. We felt 
that our music was a political stance of his own and felt that our lime 
was better spent playing out our emotions and thoughts than just 
discussing the theory of a revolution. Hardcore seemed to us just what 
we needed: fast and furious music where you can throw out what you 
got inside, and with an attitude too. An important point was also the 
fact that as we were raising our head out we found similar people 
with the same way of life all over the place. That was inspiring, and 
even more when we found this was worldwide, bringing us to the 
physical need to lour as in travelling, going to other countries with 
our music to find out what the other guys there were up to, becoming 
friends often and easily, and comparing similarities and differences. 

OF ALL YOUR STUDIO PRODUCTION, WHICH IS THE 
RECORDING YOU ARE MOST ATTACHED TO AND WHY? 

"Lo Spirito Continua" is no doubt my favourite. For bands like us all 
the records are important as pictures of that very moment, but "Lo 
Spirito..." has something more. It was our first LR it was recorded with 
Fabrizio that was the most important drummer we played with, and it 
pictures us in a moment where our musical ideas were simpler but in 
a way more effective. Later we started trying things out, with better 
moments and lesser ones, but this first album was just 
uncompromising. 

YOUR TOURS AND LIVE SHOWS ARE STILL REMEMBERED 
TODAY AS A SCHIZOID OUTBURST OF INCREDIBLE ENERGY, 
YOU PLAYED IN EUROPE AND AMERICA SHARING THE

KREUZEN, HERESY AND DEVIATED INSTINCT AMONG 
OTHERS UNTIL YOUR SHOW AT THE MONSTERS OF ROCK IN 
MODENA / ITALY WHERE YOU WALKED ON THE SAME 
STAGE OF AC/DC AND METALLICA. OF ALL THIS 
UNBEATABLE LIVE EXPERIENCE, WHICH IS THE PEAK AND 
WHICH IS THE BOTTOM LINE? 

| | t ' s hard to draw a line between the show itself and the relations to it, 
like the situation, the meaning of the moment, the personal relations 
between us and with the people at the place. A show in a small bar in 
! a remote location can be more important than the biggest club in NY. 
The "Monsters of rock" concert for example wasn't a peak for me, it 
was more of an experiment, an incredibly satisfying one and also a 
big gratification after many sacrifices, but definitely not a peak as 
we never intended to end up in a circus like that. A show that really 
meant a lot for me was our first time in Amsterdam in '85, where after 
a long trip straight after the show in Copenhagen, completely empty 
of any energy and sleepless, we were able to get up on stage and 
deliver a great show. I didn't know I could have that resource inside, 


and discovering it was a kind of enlightment and gave me lots of 
energy for more to come. The US tour with DOA was also as a whole 
very important to us. Despite all the problems we encountered on the 
way, it was something we were trying to set up from a long time and 
finally we made it. There were no real bottom lines as far as shows, 
since it's all part of the game, shows get cancelled, vans break up, 
drummers can leave you in the worst moment, but it's ok as long as 
you're able to fix those problems and get going. The worst is exactly 
when you realize that you are not able to fix things up, like it 
occurred when we lost motivations and we had to quit. 

WHY DID YOU BREAK UP IN 1991 AND WHAT HAPPENED AFTER 
YOU CALLED IT QUIT? WHAT ARE YOU DOING TODAY, ARE YOU 
STILL IN TOUCH WITH THE OTHER NEGAZIONE MEMBERS? 

We always tried to do our best to make better music, setting up better 
shows and releasing better produced recordings. Without 
compromising anything, we did it our way up until we were confronted 
with a higher level of "business". This brought frustrations and as we 
realized we were not able to overcome this problems it even brought 
stress between us in the band. That was something we couldn't fake. 

We started as friends and we were just not able to think about 
anything if we had problems between us. There was no choice than 
understanding it was over. Soon after that we cleared any trouble and 
to this day we are still the best friends between me, Marco (Negazione 
bass player) and Zazzo (Negazione singer). After I kept playing in 
several collaborations projects with other people, did some music for 
movies and radio soundtracks for a while, eventually putting up another 
hardcore band in 96 to last until 99, called "Angeli" and with whom I 
did 2 records. But wasn't the same thing. The "family" was not there 
anymore as well the scene was a complete different story. Zazzo had a 
stint singing for Peggio Punx for a little and then retired musically. He 
now runs a b-movies mail order. I played again with Marco in one of 
those collaborations in a band called Fluxus, for a year and an album, 
then we both realized it was not our thing. He now writes regularly for 
magazines not only about music and he just recently published his 
second book, a kind of report of the life on the road of Manu Chao. 

YOU JUST RELEASED A "BEST OF" SPANNING YOUR WHOLE 
CAREER, WHY DID YOU DECIDE TO COMPILE IT 10 YEARS 
AFTER THE BAND'S DEMISE? HOW DOES IT FEEL TO HAVE 
ALL THOSE OLD SONGS AROUND AGAIN? 

Mainly because we're still so damn proud of what we did. Then several 
other things contributed. In a way we wanted to realize some kind of 
1 documentation of our story before it all get washed out of memory. It is 
not only about our band but also about those years, the bands, the 
experiences. We consider our web site (www.negazione.com) an 
important part of this and actually a complement to the CD itself. The 
CD offers you the "best" of our songs but on the website you can find a 
lot of "memories" we asked and received from a lot of friends and ex 
members of bands with whom we shared those times. They are very 
i important to us. Also you can find lots of pics, all the lyrics, detailed 
discography and biography and so on. Unfortunately is all in Italian for 
the moment. Another important area is the audio section where we have 
all of our records plus live recordings all for free download. The 
feedback we received, both in terms of CD sales and website mail and 
guestbook signings, showed us that there were and still is some people 
r that appreciate all of this. It doesn't make me wanna do any kind of 
silly reunion, but really warms my heart for all the sincere gratitude we 
receive after all those years. Is to this people and to my bandmates that 
I wanna say once again a simple: thank you, it was great.

SILVIO, WITH DECLINO BEFORE AND WITH INDIGESTI LATER, 
YOU LIVED DIRECTLY THE YEARS BETWEEN 1982 AND 1988, 
TODAY REFERRED AS THE MOST FURIOUS SEASON OF ITALIAN 
HARDCORE; WHAT DROVE YOU INTO HARDCORE PUNK BACK 
IN THE DAYS AND WHY DID INDIGESTI DISBAND IN 1988? 

Well, there were two "hardcore waves" back in that period - the first 
one was during the years 1981 - 1982 when many bands got together 
for the first time and the second one, that lasted from 1982 to 1988, 
when all the bands developed their style, played shows outside their 
cities, recorded... I was there, in the frontline, from the very beginning. 

When we started to play music with Declino, hardcore was a very 
new and exciting thing so we were looking to find our own way to 
play it, we were very influenced by American bands such as Black 
Flag and Circle Jerks but, especially me and Max (Declino's guitar 
player), drew influences also from the experimental sound of dark and 
new wave bands like Killing Joke and Joy Division, let's say we tried 
to mix these two very different sounds, the fast parts and the use of 
mid tempos... I think it shows in our records. 

Why did Indigesti disband? Because we were tired... we went through 
many hard times, especially in the last period, after the summer of 
1987, we went through many difficult moments and many technical 
problems. Something that should have worked in the end didn't work 
at all, we wanted to record a new album but we couldn't do it, Rudy 
(Indigesti's singer) decided to leave the band and so everybody 
agreed that the time was mature to call it a day. Looking at that 
choice today I have to say I'm happy about it, because we disbanded 
when we still were an hardcore band. 

YOU COME FROM TORINO, A CITY THAT SPAWNED ONE 
OF THE MOST INTERESTING AND ACTIVE HARDCORE 
SCENES OF THAT ERA, WHAT DO YOU REMEMBER OF 
THOSE DAYS (THE DAYS OF THE "MUCCHIO SELVAGGIO", 
THE "WILD BUNCH")? GIVE US A HINT ABOUT THE 
ATMOSPHERE FLOATING AROUND. 

Ah, the "Wild Bunch"... in the beginning it was just Declino together 
with their following and in 1983 Negazione joined the bunch too - it 
meant sharing shows, equipment, playing live in Italy and abroad. The 
atmosphere was so lively and difficult at the same time, many 
problems with the police here and all over Italy... back in the days 
hardcore/punk meant conquer anything struggling with all your forces, 
nobody would give you anything for free, the other side of the coin 
was that anything you conquest was yours forever, simply because you 
put all your energies and your commitment to achieve it, nobody ever 
helped you to get it but nobody would ever take it away from you! 

IN YOUR CAREER YOU RECORDED MANY RECORDS AND 
PLAYED A LOT OF SHOWS BOTH IN EUROPE AND IN 
AMERICA, WHICH IS THE BEST MEMORY OF THOSE YEARS 
AND WHICH ONE IS THE WORST? 

We toured Europe several times both with Declino and Indigesti and 
with the latter we did a coast to coast US tour, 23 shows from 
Philadelphia to San Francisco in 1986. 

The best memory... it's hard to pick it up, I would say one of the best 
memories is the one concerning the European debut of Declino in 
Bielefeld/ Germany - summer 1984 - at the "Chaos Tag" CCM was 
there too... we played in front of hundreds and hundreds of german 
punks which I believe were at their first exposure to a 100% hardcore 
band, we burned the place to ground, literally! Another very good 
memory Id like to mention is about the last show of the Indigesti US 
tour in San Francisco at a mighty place called "The Farm" technically 
speaking it has been the concert where we played best in our lives, 
we were like a machine! After 22 consecutive shows and 18.000 
kilometres struck in a van we were really tired but so tight that all the 
energy reversed into that magic show. 


As I had to make a pick among the many good memories, I will have 
to do the same between the many bad ones... it's really sad to 
remember the Indigesti show in Los Angeles/Long Beach at the 
"Fender's Ballroom" we were really charged but we had to quit the 
show because a violently insane fight started among the crowd. I still 
remember it also because the same thing happened at a Ramones 
show a week later and then again when Run DMC played there, I 
remember reading in a magazine about the violence at the "Fender's" 
and they cited that in the spin of just one month they had to stop 3 
shows consecutively because of that problem and sadly an Indigesti 
show was on that list too. 

OF ALL YOUR RECORDS, WHICH IS THE ONE YOU STILL 
LOVE THE MOST AND WHY? 

I'm really attached to the "Mucchio Selvaggio" split tape 
w/Negazione, despite the raw sound it still has got both a power and 
a wickedness that are really rare! Id also say Indigesti's "Osservati 
dall'inganno" has a special place in my heart, it's the most known 
record I ever recorded, the most widely distributed, this is the one I 
found on the shelf of a shop in New Mexico where the clerk asked us 
to take a picture with him! I’m definitely very attached to this album, 
maybe it could have been recorded and produced in a better way but 
considering how hard was to do an hardcore full length LP in Italy 
back then, I can't complain! 

WHAT HAPPENED IN YOUR LIFE AFTER THE DEMISE OF 
INDIGESTI, WHAT ARE YOU DOING TODAY? 

We all kept in touch, I live in the same city of Massimino (Indigesti's 
drummer, later in Negazione) so we used to hang around together 
until not long ago, Rudy (Indigesti's singer) and Enrico (Indigesti's 
guitarist) live in different cities so we sort of lost track of each other 
but we still keep in touch from time to time, the Indigesti CDs are still 
in print so we still have chances to meet. During all these years I went 
through a thousand of situations... today I'm a copywriter, a creative 
individual and I'm very satisfied with it. 

I just finished to write a book titled "I ragazzi del mucchio" 

(translated = "The bunch boys") that is going to be published by 
Sironi Editore; it tells the story of the "Wild Bunch": the first days of 
hardcore, all the tours, my experience with Declino and Indigesti... it 
has been in the making for four years and I'm really happy with the 
final result, it will be printed in Italian only but if an overseas editor 
would show interest in it, in the future Id really like it to be translated 
in English too - we'll see what's going to happen! 

YOUR LAST WORDS... 

I have nothing to add to what I said so far... thanks a lot for this interview 
and for your interest in Declino and Indigesti, good luck and hugs!

BURN YOUR BRIDGES CD/LP 

Why is it that most of the bands I find myself drooling 
over lately are two-man projects? Records by LANA 
DAGALES, EAST/WEST BLAST TEST, 
GODSTOMPER, DATACLAST and IRON LUNG, for 
example, are practically welded to my turntable as of 
late. Now I can add BURN YOUR BRIDGES to that 
list. Comprised of two grizzled hardcore vets (is that 
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a compliment.?), BYB has the feel of a seasoned outfit 
in spite of the fact this is their first release of any kind. 
Bob (LACK OF INTEREST/Deep Six Records) and 
CHRIS (SPAZZ/Slap A Ham Records) bring their 
almost four decades of combined experience playing 
hardcore to bear on each of this record's 23 tracks. 
Although each song clocks in at roughly the one 
minute mark, there is a significant amount of diversity 
here. Songs like "Shut Up and Play," "No More," "Hang 
the Militants," "Pitiful" and You Can Have It" are 
stripped down, full speed thrashers. Songs like "Self- 
Deprecation Martyr," Washed-Up Has-Been," "She's A 
Powderkeg" and "My Cardboard Estate" are mid- 
paced, crushing ditties that are prototypic of what 
many would call power violence. Others like 
"Revolution Now! Destroy The Scene!," and 'Time Tb 
Fight" are blistering, fist pumping, shout-a-longs. 
Some songs have quirky time changes ("Masterpiece 
In My Head"), some do not. Some are stop-and-go, 
while others rip like a bat out of hell from start to 
finish. All of them... every damn single one of them... 
is harsh, seething, angry' and PURE HARDCORE! Bob 
smashes his kit with a frantic, yet precise, mania He 
plays like a man deranged...One of the most rabid 
performances I’ve heard in a long time. Wow. Chris, 
who I think plays everything else, matches Bob's 
intensity and builds on it with his trademark musical 
vehemence. I can't wait to see how this translates to 
the live stage. The lyrics are definitely the icing on the 
cake. Not since the DEAD KENNEDYS "Bedtime For 
Democracy" has an album so accurately 
deconstructed the punk scene. Their ironic 
observations are only topped by their cleverness. Like 
so many of Jello Biafra's lyrics, many of these songs 
are built in such a way that the words actually 
counterpoise their 1 surface meaning. "Time To Fight" 
is the simplest example. Constantly shifting from a 
first person to second person perspective the song has 
a classic "scream it from the pit while you mosh it up" 
chorus built around the line "Fight-It's time to fight" 
yet the lyrics actually mock the mentality of staking 
your place in the world with your fists. I love it 
Somehow a hardcore band has more credibility with 
me when they turn the mirror towards the scene than 
when they try and establish some awkward, macro¬ 
social/political agenda in an attempt to join the punk 
rock pseudo-intelligentsia Obviously this is an album 
that you should track down.

Enterruption Records 
gave birth to this live cassette from IRON LUNG 
recorded in October of 2001 at Burnt Ramen in 
Richmond, California. It is a highly limited, collectors 
release that comes in a "books on tape" folder and 
includes limited "Perspectives of Medicine Tfech" 
artwork printed on vellum. Can it get any better than 
that? Only if you listen to the tape. For those 
uninitiated, IRON LUNG are a two-man band from 
Reno, NV that specialize in a brand of audio violence 
heretofore unknown in the extreme underground. 
Bearing marks of grind, power violence, thrash, and 
even oldschool HC, they are one of the handful of 
bands that have applied new and innovative 
approaches (arrangements, chords structures, 
thematic unities, etc) to their underground musical 
machinations. If you are one of the handful of people 
who remember the all-too-brief existence of 
KRILEZAC, then you know the foundation upon 
which this was built (IRON LUNG was bom of the 
KRILEZAC ashes, although they have a more 
measured and sharp sound).

I had not heard of Municipal Waste until Voetsek 
came home from their '02 tour and the news that 
seemed to matter most was that "THE WASTE" is 
coming. I trusted this would be good news but it 
wasn't until I too got Wasted, that I became a 
believer. Municipal Waste plays absolutely furious 
crossover - and believe it or not, it got both faster 
and tighter on this record, more coherent, just 
nasty! You almost have to call it metal because punk 
rock isn't ever this complex. But this isn't metal like 
"matured" punk bands play it, there isn't any 
verticality, no chugga chugga. Its fast as fuck and 
even though the tempo changes constantly, this 
record is all GO! They do a great job of meshing 
speed metal, grind, hardcore, and horror-comic 
humor in a way that blows smoke just far enough up 
your ass to make you wanna get to stage diving with 
Capt. Ron and his 151 crew, and maybe sling some 
pizza off the stage first, but the craziness of the 
music makes you take the whole ordeal seriously 
enough not to think, "My there are sure more 
important things going on in this world." I can't 
really say if that as a good thing, but I know "Waste 
'em AH" is. I really did not imagine that a new 
Municipal Waste record could match the intensity 
or tightness of either the Crucial Unit split or of 
their live performances - Not on the, "oh they are 
going downhill" tip but more because it just would 
make everyone else in hardcore look like losers. 
The lyrics did not get any more serious but the rock 
sure did. This is a band that never ceases to amaze 
me... or perhaps I should say, to waste me! On a 
sidenote, the CD has a secret bonus rock anthem, 
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"The Kite Song" which bassist Andy croons after 69 
seconds of silence at the end of the CD and it gets 
played live often, so you might have heard it.

Czech Repulbic's NAPALMED have emerged over time 
as quite a monster of Europe's experimental 
community'. RADEK KOPEL and company have 
produced their most notorious "creature" to date. 
"NEVER MIND THE M.S.B.R., HERE'S THE 
NAPALMED" shines with fresh, exuberant decisiveness 
but it equally chaotic in its existence as welL Tvo 
compositions total on this frill length effort, at times 
invoking primal, discordant industrial seasonings ala 
superbly mixed and executed metal percussion (and 
even eggcutter!!) to inhabit some of the more open 
"terrain" available. As free form as "NEVER MIND THE 
M.S.B.R...." might be, there seems to exist an earnest 
communion (creative telepathy) of those involved, 
especially in the magnum opus "NEVER MIND THE 
M.S.B.R, HERE'S THE M.B.F.R." where both chaos and 
delicate respect co-exist as one.

Anyway, 
Scalplock are a band that have been largely ignored 
by the world for some reason, will being on a 
distinctly un-DIY label help them get better known? 
Well, maybe they'll get on more bills with the likes 
of Cannibal Corpse and Dimmu Borgir. Musically 
it's more of the same Scalplock sound; fast blast 
parts, some early Fudgetunnel breaks, those weird 
Nirvana-esque sections they're fond of, Crossed Out 
slow parts, D beats, caustic vocals and simple 
political lyrics.

After playing a song off of their 7", the DJ 
announced that it had been recorded on cassette in 
someone's living room. My impressionable 14-year 
old brain could barely comprehend it. You guessed 
it, that band was SOLGER. Their self-titled debut 7" 
was impossible to come by, even back then. It took 
me years to track down (especially since I was 
looking for a 7" by "SOLDIER"), and when I finally 
got it at a Gilman record swap, the guy who sold it 
to me for $1 laughed. That's the worst record ever, 
I should just give it to you", he said, not joking. I, on 
the other hand, thought it was one of the best 
records I'd ever heard. It epitomized the ultimate, 
primitive beginnings of D.I.Y. In recent years, Bag 
Of Hammers re-issued this now-highly-sought-after 
collectable.

Each Sunn release has 
it's own feel and characteristics, from the riff heavy 
and subtle sample laden Void, to the more drone 
based Grimrobe and the last opus, the utterly 
monolithic and aptly titled Flight Of The Behemoth. 
The newest release is another departure and one 
that I don't think always works.. The first ten 
minutes of the first twenty five minute track, My 
Wall, features Julian Cope performing a poem that 
in all honesty sounds like an extended Manowar 
intro. Initially I hated this section, but it either grew 
on me or I learned to stop listening. The next, 
incongruous section is the beginning of The Gates Of 
Ballard, featuring Runhild Gammelsaeter (Thorr's 
Hammer) singing what sounds like a Norse shanty. 
Why I don't feel these two sections work is because, 
to me, Sunn has always been a very unearthly beast 
(no pun intended) with very little human reference 
points. They were always an impenetrable wall or a 
dense sound to envelop yourself within and the 
vocals reframe Sunn in a way that doesn't 
particularly work, suddenly, instead of feeling it, I'm 
listening to it. Suddenly it's like they're a band. 
These points aside, this CD is incredible, very very 
bass heavy and the addition of rising and falling 
keyboard drones, the vocal chants at the end of 
track three, undistorted picking, swelling bass 
feedback and a more obvious post production than 
before work extremely well in the context of the 
Sunn experience. For those proclaiming them a 
mere Earth rip off, track two provides some 
ammunition by featuring some of the most Earth 2 
inspired guitar work I've heard from them yet, being 
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followed along by (as opposed to following) an 
almost quaint sounding drum machine that isn't too 
intrusive and genuinely adds something to the 
overall sound. This is by far the mellowest of all the 
Sunn releases and probably the easiest for someone 
not familiar with them to get to grips with and like 
all their work it has a life of it's own and almost 
seems to breath. Despite some reservations, this is 
another awe inspiring release for fans and doubtless 
the sound of two people leaving their guitars against

It was 
put out by three labels (625, Prank and Six 
Weeks) in coryunction with the Super Sabado 
Gigante hardcore festival to raise money to cover 
travel expenses for bands flying in from across the 
globe. It also has top collector-geek value 
because it is a one-sided 12" (almost as rare a 
commodity as compassion from President Bush).
